SAN FRANCISCO, May 4.—The 
steamship City of Peking referred to in 
the Washington dispatch as being 
chartered to take troops to Manila, is 
now en route from Hongkong and Yo- 
kohama and due here on the 7th inst. 

She is owned by the Pacific Mail 


Steamship Company, and is one of the, 


largest vessel in Pacific waters. She 
was built at Chester, Pa., in 1874, is 
428 feet long, 48 feet beam, 27 feet depth 
of hold.

The civic guard was hotly 
stoned at the prison, and the mob 
marched off with the tron bars of the 
jail. When the troops appeared they 
were stoned, replying: wit fire and 
wounding many. The mob then walked 
to the government buildings and 
Smashed the windoWs. The troops 
again fired, this time from the balcon- 
jes, and wounded many, but the women 
kept throwing stones. 

The Jesuit house was attacked be- 
cause it was supposed that grain. was 
stored there. The troubles are expected 
to increase. 

DON CARLOS 18 VERY GOoD.

MADRID, May 4, 10 a.m.—Owing to 
the threatening attitude @f thé ropnia- 
tion of various towns, the authorities 
have proclaimed martial law in the 
province of Valencia. Riots have oc- 
curred at Caceros, but are said to have 
been suppressed by the gendarmes, The 
miners around Ovideo, capital of the 
province of that name, have siruck 
work, and disorders are feared. hein- 
forcements of troops have been ‘,urried 
to Ovideo.

PHILIPPINE COMMERCE. 


MOST OF THE TRADE IS WITH THE 
UNITED STATES, 


The American Conaul Has More Bills 
of Lading to Vise Than All the 
Other Manitia Consulates Com- 
bined—Interesting Figures. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The under- 
standing at the State Department is 
that Consul Oscar F. Williams, our 
representative at Manila, until the re- 
cent war began, is now aboard the flag- 
ship Olympia in Manila Harbcr, having 
accompanied Commodore Dewey froin 
Hongkong, so that advices may’ come 
from him to the State Department, as 
well as from Commodore Dewey to the 
Navy Department. 

A mail report from Consul Williams 
reached the State Department recently 
under the date of Manila, February 28 
last. It gives a full description of the 
Philippine situation, and will be incor- 
porated in the next yolume issued by 
the Bureau of Statistics of the State 
Department. 

In this report, Mr. Williams states 
that twenty-two Consuls, representing 
the leading countries of the world, are 
established at Manila. He adds the 
suprising statement: ‘The volume of 
the export trade coming under my of- 
ficial supervision equals that of my 
twenty-one consulate colleagues com- 
bined,” 

He then shows in detail how the 
trade of the Philippines with the United 
States exceeds that of all other coun- 
tries combined, and is growing at a 
rap'd rate. As tndicating the extent 
of this trade, he says: “Today I have 
authenticated invoices for export to the 
United States amounting to $138,066.” 

He says the exports to this country 
average $1,000,000 a month. The report 
states that 216,000 bales of hemp were 
exported during the last three months, 
of these 138,782 went to the United 
States, and 77,000 to England and other 
countries. Mr. Williams shows from 
this that the United States had 64 per 
cent. of the trade from the Philip- 
pines, as against 36 per cent. for Eng- 
jand and other countries. He said that 
last year the inarease of shipments 
to the United States was 133,000 bales, 
and the decrease of England, 2000 bales. 
He adds: “The increase of shipments 
from the Philippines to the United 
States was 54 per cent. greater than to 
all other countries combined.” 

He also gives details of the large ship- 
ments of sugar, cigars, tobacco, hides, 
shells, indigo and coffee. In the item of 
sugar, which is second in importance, 
the shipments to the United States 
were 55 per cent. of the total to all 
other countries. 


DEARER PAPER. 


Embargo on Brimstone Adds to the 
Expenses of Publishers. | 
{ASSOCLITED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
“NEW YORK, May 4.—The Tribune 
says that unless the war is brought to 
a quick termination or Spain removes 
the embargo that she has placed on 
sulphur as contraband of war, the 
manufacturers in this country will 
probably be soon obliged to consider- 
ably raise the prices of the cheaper 
kinds of paper. 

Brimstone is used in large quantities 
in the manufacture of the paper used 
for newspapers and magazines, and a 
rise in the price of sulphur will have 
the effect of raising the cost of produc- 
tion of newspapers to a very appre- 


‘| clable extent. 


The amount of brimstone in this 
country at present is extremely small, 
and there seems at present no indica- 
tion that the stock can be increased. 

Last year 118,300 tons came into this 
country, and the year before, the im- 
portation was even larger. The raw 
substance, known as brimstone, comes 
exclusively from Sicily, moet of it be- 
ing shipped from the port of Palermo.

PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—The re- 
port that a supposed Spanish spy had 
been captured aboard the auxiliary 
cruisen St. Paul at Cramp’s yard last 
night, was confirmed today. Who the 
man is Capt. Sigsbee refused to state, 
and all that is known of him is that 
his father is a Spaniard and his mother 
was born on Cuban soil. 

The suspect enlisted some days ago 
as an oiler, and almost from the time 
of his enlistment was under suspicion 
on account of his peculiar actions. 
Late last night a marine who was on 
watch below decks near the powder 
magazine, discovered the man acting 
in a suspicious way around the maga- 
zine. 

The marine lost no time in bringing 
the man to ground, and a short and 
severe fight followed... The guard 
overpowered him, but not before the 
suspect had received a great ‘gash on 
the right side of his face. 

He was taken before Capt. Sigsbee 
for examination, and the captain com- 
mitted him to the “brig” for the night. 
A thorough investigation is being made 
today. 

The St. Paul is expected to leave 
Cramp’s tomorrow. On her way to sea 
she will stop at either the League Isl- 
and navy yard or Fort Mifflin to take 
on her ammunition. Her crew is prac- 
tically complete. 

WATOHING FOR THE OREGON. 
Crack Spanish Cruiser Reported to 

Be at Barbadoes. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 4—A_ crack 
Spanish cruiser, believed to be the Al- 
fonso XIII, is reported to be at Bar- 
badoes in the West Indies. There are 
conflicting reports on this point, how- 
ever, and if a cruiser is there, she may 
be the Carlos V, which left Madrid 
some time ago for a supposed cruise 
along the Spanish coast. The Alfonso 
XIII is a new protected cruiser of over 
5000 tons displacement, with excellent 
ordpance, while the Carlos V is a still 
more formidable craft of over 9000 tons. 
The first named vessel is reported from 
another source to be at Cadiz, so there 
is some confusion in reports. 

Supposing any cruiser is in that sec- 
tion of the West Indies, she would be 
almost in the pathway of the Oregon 
coming northward and thus exposed to 
capture if the battleship thought it 
worth while to Iie in wait for the expul- 
sion of the Spanish cruiser from the 
British port @p@er the neutrality law. 

As to the Oregon, herself, the opinion 
is expressed that she is in no particu- 
lar danger at the hands of a Spanish 
fleet that may be approaching the 
coast from Cape Verde, as she will 
probably keep close along the Brazilian 
coast within the three-mile limit, where 
she cannot be attacked except by 
breach of neutrality. 

Following the Brazilian line shore 
closely would bring the Oregon to a 
point where she would have only a 
very short run to make across the high 
sea in order to effect a junction with 
Admiral Sampson’s fleet. 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 
Congressional Callers—No 
News from Dewey. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The Presi- 
dent had scarcely ensconsed himself in 
his favorite corner near a window in 
the west end of the Executive Mansion 
before the Congressional callers began 
arriving. Mr. Mann, an Ohio politician, 
had a consultation with him immedi- 
ately after breakfast and scarcely had 
left before Senator Quay of Pennsyl- 
vania reached the White House with a 
friend. Senator Faulkner of West Vir- 
ginia and Representative Gardner of 
New Jersey followed. 

There was a complete absence of of- 
ficial news at the White House up to 
11 o'clock. The President had been 
hourly expecting an official dispatch 
from Commodore Dewey, via Hong- 
kong, but none has arrived.

Sensation Caused by the Reported 
Arrival of the McCulloch at Mirs 
Bay—No Dispatches Received Be- 
fore Departments Closed.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—A sensation 


was caused throughout the city by the) 


news that came this morning of the 
arrival of a vessel supposed to be the 
dispatch boat McCulloch at Mirs Bay, 
forty miles from Hongkong, the cable 
terminus. The officials immediately 
Téll into an air of expectancy, waiting 
for some word from Admiral Dewey, 
that would not only confirm officially 
the stirring news of the battle of 
Manila, as reported by the press, but 
telling what had happened since the 
cable was interrupted. 

Up to the close of office hours, no 
gord had come from Hongkong. Among 
“explanations suggested for the delay 
were the twelve hours’ difference in 
time, the distance from Mirs Bay to 
which had to be overcome 
by the messenger, and the slowness of 
cable communication, owing to the 
number of delays on the enormously 
long circuit from Hongkong to New 
York. Some of the other naval officers, 
however, who steadfastly contended 
that Admiral Dewey would not have 
sent away his dispatch boat until he 
had completed his dispatch and re- 
ceived the surrender of Manila, pores 
out that if they were right in that as- 
sumption, it would not be possible for 
the McCulloch to reach Hongkong be- 
fore tomorrow evening. 

The Navy Department has now se- 
cured two vessels in San Francisco, the 
Australia and the City of Pekin, which 
will be loaded with coal and supplies 
and rushed off to join Commodore 
Dewey’s fleet. Whether or not they will 
carry troops will be determined posi- 
tively when the commodore is heard 
from on this matter.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The news of 
the alleged arrival of the revenue cutter 
‘McCullochat Mirs Bay from Manila was 
conveyed to the Navy Department first 
through the Associated Press dis- 
patches. The officials immediately be- 
gan to calculate about when the first 
report by cable might be expected from 
Commodore Dewey. 

Mirs Bay lies about forty miles from 
Hongkong, the cable terminus, and 
there is not believed to be any com- 
munication by wire between the points. 
If the McCulloch put into Mirs Bay 
instead of going direct to Hongkong it 

was undoubtedly because in the opinion 

of Commodore Dewey the British neu- 
trality laws would not permit the ship 
to enter for the purpose of communicat- 
ing with her home government. 

She is neither disable to the point 
where she might claim the benefit of 
the emergency clause, nor is her coal 
entirely exhausted, so that might be 
made a plea for entry. It is said by 
some naval officers that to go into 
Hongkong for the sole purpose of ca- 
bling to the United States government 
respecting the progress of hostilities 
would be practically using the British 
port as a base of operations against 
the enemy. 

However, there are other officers 
who do not take this view of the law. 
Supposing that the dispatch boat is in 
Mirs Bay; s!:e would probably send an 
officer or a native boat or some other 
means of transportation than the ship's 
boat to Hongkong with the dispatch 
from Commodore Dewey. 

The time consumed by this would de- 
pend upon the hour the officer started, 
for if the McCulloch, as surmised, ar- 
rived late in the eveni or at night, 
the journey would probably be made 
with difficulty and slowly, and might 
indeed be deferred until next morning, 
which, allowing for the difference in 
time between Washington and Hong- 
keng, would bring the dispatch to this 
city somewhere after midnight tonight. 


UNVERIFIED REPORT. 
[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REPORT.1 
HONGKONG, May 4.—Investigation 
develops the fact that no verification 


has been obtained of the reported ar-

Hugh McCulloch, which was attached 
to Commodore Dewey's squadron and 
which was said to have left Manila be- 
fore the battle of Sunday last. . 
CABLE LIFTED BY DDPWEY.

MADRID, May 4.—It is believed in 
Spanish circles here that a vessel be- 
longing to the fleet of Commodore 
Dewey has succeeded in lifting the ca- 
ble in Manila Bay, connecting with 
Hongkong, but that the Commodore 
has not been able to use it, as he did 
not have with him the necessary tele- 
graphic apparatus. There is no confir- 
mation of this story. — 


OUR ‘WILLING ALLY . 


PRESIDENT DOLE MAKES A TEN- 
DER OF THE ISLANDS, 


Offers to Hand Hawaii Over to Uncle 
Sam for War Purposes—Coal and 
Ammunition Will Be Freely Sup- 
plied to Our Ships. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HONOLULU, April 27. [Wired from 
San Francisco, May 4.] President Dole 
has sent a long communication to 
President McKinley, offering to trans- 
fer the Hawaiian Islands to the United 
States for the purpose of its war with 
Spain, and to .furnish the American 
ships of war in the Pacific Ocean with 
large quantities of coal and supplies of 
ammunition. 

This action was taken by the Execu- 
tive just after a secret conference of 
the Hawalian Cabinet, called to discuss 
the position to be assumed by the gov- 
ernment toward the two belligerents. 

The news of the declaration of war by 
the United States against Spain was re- 
ceived here by the Mariposa, which ar- 
rived from the Australian colonies with 
advices from the United States up to 
the 16th inst. 


PROFFERED ALLIANCE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May  4.—Senator 
Frye, speaking of the report from 
Honolulu, said he had hoped the Presi- 
dent would accept the offer by Presi- 
dent Dole. 

Members of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations generally interpret the 
report from Honolulu regarding Presi- 
dent Dole’s tender to the United States, 
to indicate willingness to form an alli- 
ance with this country for the war with 
Spain. 

They say that for the Hawaiian 
Islands to have held aloof and insisted 
upon remaining neutral would have 
been equivalent to refusing coal or 
granting any courtesies to the United 
States during the war, and that the 
action now taken will put the islands 
in the way of doing this country any 
favor pcssible. 


NO OFFICIAL CONFIRMATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—No new of- 
ficial news has come to confirm the re- 
port from Hawaii that the islands have 
been tendered to the United States for 
war uses. It is said that if the incom- 
ing mail mail brought the proposition 
to San Franciseo, it would scarcely be 
trusted to telegraph ihere on account of 
its importance, but would be forwarded 
by the railway mail, which would bring 
it here in about five days. 

Without exception the naval officers 
would welcome the possession of Ha- 
waii just at this moment, as affording 
a magnificent base for naval operations 
in tee Pacific, but it is said President 
Dole’s proposition must be submitted 
to Congress, so that it will be for the 
legislative branch, in the end, to pass 
upon this offer. 

MR. NEWLANDS’S BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Represen- 
tative Newlands of Nevada has intro- 
duced a joint resolution for the an- 
nexation of Hawaij. It provides for 
the confirmation of the cession by the 
Hawaiian republic of all rights of sov- 
ereignty over the islands, their depend- 
encies and of cession and transfer to 
the United States of all public prop- 
erty, and of its rights and appurte- 
nances, assuming the Hawaiian pub- 
lic debt to not exceed $4,000,000; pro- 
hibits further immigration of Chinese 
and appoints’ five commissioners, at 
least two of whom shall be residents 
of Hawail, to recommend necessary 
legislation. 

The resolution declares the islands 
and their dependencies “hereby an- 
nexed as a part of the territory of the 
United States, and subject to the sov- 
ereign dominion thereof.” 

Special laws are to be enacted by 
Congress for the enactment and dispo- 
sition of public lands, and all revenues 
or proceeds therefrom, except lands 
used or occupied for civil, military or 
naval purposes of the United States 
or local government use, are to be used 
solely for the benefit of Hawaiian in- 
habitants for educational or other pur- 
poses. Pending Congressional pro- 
vision for government of the islands, 
present government officers of Hawaii 
are to continue under the direction of 
the President of the United States, sub- 
ject to removal by him. 

Existing Hawaiian treaties with other 
countries are to expire immediately, 
being replaced by those between the 
United States and foreign nations. Mu- 
nicipal legislation of the islands, un- 
less enacted for the fulfillment of the 
treaties extinguished or contrary to our 
Constitution, remain in force until 
otherwise determined. Pending legis- 
lation extending our customs laws, the 
existing customs relations of the 
islands remain unchanged. 

The assumption of public debt law- 
fully existing at the date of the change 
of the passage of the resolution  in- 
cludes amounts due to depositors in 
the ¥lawaiian Postal Savings Bank, the 
Hawaiian government, however, contin- 
uing to pay the interest on the debt 
while the existing government and its 
commercial relations are continued.

CAMP HYGIENE. 


Dr. Hamilton Says Danger from Yel. 
low Fever is Mach Exaggerated. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
May 4—Dr. John B. 

amilton, former surgeon-general of 
the Marine Hospital Service .of the 
United States, in an address given at 
the Physicians’ Club, maintained that 
the danger from yellow fever in Cuba 
is much exaggerated. The paper was 
in regard to Camp hygiene, with spe- 
the present war, and 
e eorie - 
ditions S of the best con 
r. Hamilton began with a brief 
Summary of his past experience in 
Sanitary camps of various kinds. At 
the time of the civil war, he said, lit- 
tle thought was given fo the matter, 
provided there was plenty of water and 
a hillside on which to pitch the tents. 
He acquired considerable experience 
during the war and later. In 1882 and 
1883 he had charge of the big yellow 
fever camp in Texas and Florida. The 
refugees’ camp near Jacksonville he 
built in five days, and there worked 
out the system which he advocates for 
use in the present war. He described 
the camp. in Jacksonville, and stated 
that the basis of the whole sysiem was 
the twice-a-day inspection. 
In 1892 he built the chclera camp at 


Sandy Hook, the first of its kind. He 
stated positively that the nurses and 
attendants never ran any danger 
from diseases like cholera and yellow 
fever in these open-air camps. 

After the comments on § hygienic 
camps, Dr. Hamilton took up the 
question of yellow fever in Cuba and 
and its treatment. The danger to our 
soldiers, he said. was not half as 
great as the people believe. He had 
no hesitation in saying that Cuba was 
naturally as healthful a country as 
any in the tropics. He then enumer- 
ated the places where yellow fever was 
first propogated; the infected buildings 
in Havana, the infected wharves, and, 
lastly, the upper end of the Bay of 
Havana. ‘This, he said, was the prin- 
cipal cause of all the trouble. In this 
part of the bay the water is stagnant 
and filthy and breeds disease. On the 
banks is established the military hos- 
pital. Instead of taking the sick sol- 
diers up on the hills, they are put in 
this infected building. Was it any 
wonder, he asked, that the fever could 
not be controlled? 

A consideration of the goegraphical 
conditions in Cuba showed that the 
hills back of Matanzas are 1200 to 1500 
feet high, and back of Havana they 
are 800 or 900 feet high. By making 
the camps on these hills, he said, the 
danger would be greatly reduced. 
There is no other seacoast city where 
it would be necessary to keep troops, 
provided the system of regular and 
careful inspection be maintained. The 
stagnant portion of the Bay of Havana 
could be purified by a canal from the 
Almendarez River, and, after a period 
of proper household sanitation in the 
city, Havana would become as health- 
ful as any city in the tropics. He 
calls attention to the fact that. Eng- 
land had given a lesson in sanitation 
at’ Jamaica. At one time Kingston 
was as subject to yellow fever as Ha- 
vana, but now cases seldom occur. 

Carelessness of the government, he 
said, was the principal cause of all the 
yellow fever dangerin Cuba. Not half 
the necessary precautions were taken 
at the wharves, where the danger was 
greatest. 

In conclusion, Dr. Hamilton said 
that there had been reason enough for 
war with Spain before the present 
crisis. Any country which would core- 
lessly allow such a disease- breeding 
center to affect the ships of the worl 
without any effort to improve the con- 
ditions. deserved nothing better than 
the most severe and summary punish- 


ment. 
SHELLS FOR THE ENEMY. 


Gunboat Wilmington Razes & Fort 
and Routs Spanish Cavalry. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, May 4.—A dispatch to 
the World from ‘Key West says: 
gunboat Wilmington early this morning 
destroyed a Spanish fort just being 
finished about four miles east of 
Cojima. The Wilmington also fired at 
a troop of cavalry passing Jaruco 
Beach. Two men were seen to drop 
on the beach. 

“The torpedo boat Ericsson on Sun- 
day noticed a large number of infan- 
try passing eastward toward Matanzas 
on the beach. The Ericsson followed 
them for miles but used no guns. Latter 
they noticed another large body of in- 
fantry going eastward, and apparently 
driving prisoners before them. The 
Ericsson saw about 200 cavalry and 
about 300 infantry passing Jaruco 
Beach toward Matanzas. She signalled 
the Wilmington, which fired a small 
gun and then a 4-inch shell. Though 
a mile and a half away, two men could 
be seen to drop, and the cavalry and 
infantry dashed pell into’ the 
bushes. There was a fine confusion of 
horses, pack-mules and cavalry, and 
infantry for an instant. 

“The Ericsson yesterday discovered 
a force of men building a fort near 
Cojima, on the second of four or five 
small hills, at some distance from the 
shore. The Ericsson ran across the 
Wilmington and informed Capt. Todd 
of what she had seen. ‘They’ll never 
finish it,’ he said. The Ericsson drew 
away, and the Wilmington leisurely 
proceeded toward the coast. In less 
than two minutes the fort was a shape- 
legs wreck.” 


AN IMPORTANT MOVE. 


Admiral Sampson’s Squadron 
ting Ready for Action. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, May 4.—A special to 
the Tribune from Key West Says: 
“Indications here point to an impor- 
tant move on part of the North Atlantic 
squadron at an early day. They are 
the flagship New York, the Indiana, 
Iowo, Cincinnati, Detroit, Mayflower 
and the Marblehead, which came in 
with a prize, the Argonauta, yesterday. 
It is unlikely that these vessels would 
have been left to maintain the block- 


ade were it not desired to have the 


strongest boats in condition to remain 
for some time away from the base of 
supplies. The Puritan has been here 
for several days, but it is understood 
to be ready to sail. The Amphitrite 
took on coal last week, zoing to the 
Cuban coast on Saturday. It will not be 
necessary for the Terror to come in, as 
she was coaled several days ago. She 
was anchored near the Cuban shore 
and the coal was lowered from a 
schooner. 

“Admiral Sampson has received a 
number of messages from Washington 
and his officers and men are more than 
anxious for an opportunity to do some- 
thing. There is a belief that some of 
the ships will be utilized in covering 
the landing of the army, the marines 
and the Red Cross supplies. Matanzas 
is regarded generaly as the most likely 
place for this, both on account of the 
deep harbor and because of the distress 
there among the reconcentrados. The 
Red Cross ship State of Texas is still 
here, awaiting orders, and so is the 
Panther with 800 marines. 

“The Vicksburg, which arrived on 
Sunday from Norfolk, was in a tremen- 
dous storm off Hatteras, losing a boat- 
swainy overboard. 

“It is said that the Iowa is to be de- 
tached from the North Atlantic squad- 
ron, to go in the flying squadron. She 
is taking a deckload of coal, in addi- 
tion to the 1700 tons she carries in her 
bunkers. She had 700 or 800 tons when 
she arrived. She would hardly have 
come in for coal if she were to stay 
on blockade duty, and it seems likely, 
therefore, that she is going quite a 
distance. The New York and_the In- 
diana are also taking on deckloads of 
coal. It will not be a simple matter to 
cover the landing of troops without the 
aid of the battleships andthe flagship. 

“The torpedo boat Cushing has been 
sent to join the fleet, her machinery 
being in fine trip again. The inslow 
has also returned te her station.’ 


SERIOUS TROUBLE. 
British Interests at Santiago de 
Cuba are Threatened. 
{[Copyright, 1898, by the Associated Press.] 


KINGSTON, (Jamaica,) May 4.— 
Trouble af a most serious nature is 
threatening British interests at San- 


tiago de Cuba. 

The British third-class cruiser Pearl 
is now there, and within twenty-four 
hours the British third-class cruiser 
Pallas and the British sloop Alert 
probably will join her. 

The Alert, it now appears, wes ac- 
companied to Santiago de Cuba by 
the Pearl, and the Alert was sent back 
with dispatches regarded by the Brit- 
ish Consul as being too important to 
trust to the censored cable. These dis- 
patches were cabled to London by the 
colonial authorities here. The Alert will 
return to Santiago de Cuba with the 
Pallas, now at Port Antonio. 

The colonial authorities are reticent 
as to the contents of the dispatches and 
the reasons for the movements of the 
warships, but the story told the Asso- 


clated Press correspondent at the 
Jamaica Club today was that the Brit- 
ish Coneul, Mr. Ramon, had been at- 
tacked in the Consulate by a mob, 
whereupon he fired upon the crowd, 
killing a Spaniard and has been im- 
prisoned. 

These statements, however, are not 
verified. Mr. Ramon is a partner tn 
the firm of Brooks Bros., and is re- 
garded as a man of vigorous and even 
violent character. 

Later in the day. it was reported that 
the trouble at Santiago de Cuba has 
been settled. The § British warship 
Pearl has arrived at Port Royal, and 
though her officers are reticent, it is be- 
lieved that trouble is not so serious as 
reported at the Jamaica Club. The 
British warship Pallas is still at Port 
Antonio. There is no further light on 
the occurrences at Santiago de Cuba. 


ARIZONA’S VOLUNTEERS, 


TWO TROOPS OF TEDDY'S TERRORS 
START FOR THE FRONT. 


Rousing Farewell Demonstration at 

»Prescott—Patriotic Citizens of 
the Territory Do Themscives 
Proud—Rendezvous at San An- 


tonio,.

PRBSCOTT (Ariz.,) May 4.—Arizona’s 
quota of volunteers under the Presi- 
dent’s call, consisting of two troops of 
cavalry, of a hundred men each, in 
command of Maj. A. O. Brodie, left 
this evening at 7 o'clock for San An- 
tonio, where the regiment, under com- 
mand of Col. Wood, is to be organized, 
Advices received from Washington to- 
day indicate that these are the first 
volunteers mustered in, and to leave 
for the front. 

Goy. M. HB. McCord, in behalf of the 
ladies of Phoenix, presented the lLat- 
talion a beautiful flag this afternoon. 
All business was suspended in Prescott, 
and a rousing farewell demonstration 
was given the departing soldiers by the 
citizens, who escorted them to the 
train with bands of music. 

A subscription was taken this after- 
noon and within two hours a thousand 
dollars was raised to purchase refresh- 
ments for use on the train. Mayor 
O'Neill of Prescott, who commands one 
company, was presented a six-shooter 
and scabbard by the City Council prior 
to his departure. 

J. H. MeClintock, former Territorial 
correspondent of the Los Angeles 
Times, is captain of the other com-’" 
pany. During the presentation exer- 
cises at the Plaza, an enthusiastic in- 
dividual proposed three cheers for the 
President, which was taken up by 
thousands in the crowd. No such 
demonstration was ever witnessed in 
Arizona as the departure of these 
troops, composed of the best young 
men in the Territory. A thousand men 
offered their services, from which the 
quota was filled. 


NAVAL FIGHT FIRST. 


Believed No Land Engagement Will 
Take Place at Present. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


TAMPA (Fla.,) May 4.—It appears 
to be an almost settled belief among 
army officers here that no movement 
of United States troops toward Cuba 
will take place until after the meeting 
of the Spanish fleet with Rear Admiral 
Sampson’s squadron, which is now be- 
lieved to be inevitable. Nevertheless,. 
everything possible is being done to 
put the United States troops in readi- 
ness for immediate shipment. 

Preparations for the landing of a 
very large force of native Cubans at 
some point in Cuba within reach of 
Gen. Gomez's army are being pushed 
forward as fast as possible. How large 
a force it will be is uncertain. The Cu- 
ban recruiting offices that have been 
opened here are fairly overwhelmed 
with applicants for enlistment, and it 
is very probable that close to fifteen 
hundred men will be armed and.ready 
for service under the banners of Go- 
mez before the end of the week. 

Two or three United States naval of- 
ficers, thoroughly familiar with the 
Cuban coast, are now in Tampa for 
the purpose of escorting the Cuban ex- 
pedition to Cuba, and will remain with 
it until that juncture with Gomez is 
effected. 


UNDER SAILING ORDERS. 


Squadron to Go to Sea in 
Twenty-four Hours.

ON BOARD FLAGSHIP BROOK- 
LYN, off Fortress Monroe, May 1.—It

SAN FRANCISCO; May 4.—The Peo- 
ple’s Party State Executive Committee 
met today and issued a call for a 
State convention to meet in Sacra- 
mento on July 12, 1898.

British Consul at Santiago de Cuba 
Badly Treated.

who recently arrived in this country, 
in an interview said: “The British 
Consulate at Santiago de Cuba treated 
us. with consideration and secured us 
passage to Kingston, Jamaica.

Italian Bread Riots. 


ROME, May 4.—Bread riots have 
broken out at Molfa, in the province 
of Molfa. Owing to the government 
stopping the news, it is impossible to 
ascertain the exact number of killed, 
but it is believed the number already 
reaches thirty, and twice that number 
are wounded. Gen. Pellieux, the Minis- 
ter of War, has permission to proclaim 
a state of siege, if necessary. Four 
thousand men have been called under 
arms tonight to reinforce the garrison. 

Mysterions Craft Sighted. 

PHILADELPHIA, May  4.—Capt. 
White of the Allan steamship, Turin, 
Which arrived today from Glasgow, via 
St. Johns and Halifax, states that on 
Sunday, when off the Banks, after sun- 
down, he sighted in the distance a 
warship with a cruiser ahead, followed 
by two boats, thought to be torpedo 
boats. Capt. White signalled the mvys- 
terious craft, but they made no reply. 


Enlistment Figures. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The enlist- 
ments in the volunteer army the first 
two days during which this was in 
progress, amounted only to something 
over 700. More than 100 of these were 
officers and the greater part of them 
surgeons, which accounts for the lim- 
ited number mustered in. Sx hundred 
privates have thus far been enlisted.

KEY WEST,. May 4.—The Spanish 
smack Septembre was brought in to- 
night by a prize crew from the Helena. 
She was taken eight days ago in Yuca- 
tan Channel by the gunboat. 


FIRE AT CHICAGO. 


Felt Works of Armoar'’s Glue Faec- 
tury Hurns—No Fatalities.

CHICAGO. May 4.—Armour’s glue 
factory, Thirty-first and Benson 
streets, was in danger of being burned 
fcr half an hour this afternoon. The 
flames were checked with the destriuc-

WANTS TO BE A CITIZEN. 


Senor Calderon Has Learned a 
Wholesome Lesson. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

EL PASO (Tex.,.) May 4.—[Exciusive 
Dispatch.) Magdaline Calderon applied 
to. District Judge Walthall today for 
naturalization papers. Calderon is a 
native of Mexico, but from 1861 to 1865 
he fought bravely in the Union army, 
and is today drawing a pension from 
the United States government. 

In spite of his services as a soldier, 
the old man has been eonfined in a 
Aithy prison at Juarez, Mex., for one 
year, having been arrested oan the 
charge of assisting to raid the Palomis 
custom-house. 

Time and again the prisoner appealed 
to the United States Consul, but was 
told that he was not entitled to diplo- 
matic aid, because he was not a citi- 
zen. Recently he was granted a trial 
and acquitted.

The ship, 
when off Matanzas, on April 27, at 8:30 
p.m., was boarded. by a boat's crew 
from the United States cruiser Cincin- 
nati, and her captain told that, owing to 
the blockade, his vessel could not enter 
Havana.

Cirens People Outwitted by a Sharp 
Ratilrood Man. 

(New York Sun:] “There are people 
who think you can't beat a circus man. 
But I want to tell you that the hard- 
est man to do is a live railroad man.” 

The old sawdust manager hAd tried 


it. He continued: 
“Know where Purcell is in the Indian 
Territory? Away down at the jump- 


ing-off place on the Santa Fé road 
The show had been at Purcell, and we 
wanted to get out in the night for a 
long run. We were going to make a 
jump to Kansas City. Net far from 
Purcell is another town, Oklohoma 
City. At that point a competing road 
with the Santa Fé runs in. We had 
500 people, and cf course the railroad 
men ‘Were after us.

ASSOCIATED PRESS WINS. 


Jadge Lacombe Dentes the Sun’s 
Motion for Temporary Injanction. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIIT REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, May 4.—Judge La- 
combe in the United States Cireuit 
Court, has denied the motion of the 
New York Sun for a temporary in- 
junction, restraining the Associated 
Press from prohibiting its newsphpers 
from buying or using the Sun service, 
Judge Lacombe, in his opinion, says¢ 
“The case at bar is evidently not one 
arising under the Anti-trust Act of 
1890. Complainant has brought a suit 
in equity for an injunction, but by the 
terms of the Anti-trust Act that form 
of relief is confined to the United 
States. 
“Congress, when it passed the act 
of 1890 (as such act is construed by the 
Supreme Court) created a wholly new 
offense, unknown to the law as it was 
then administered in the courts, and 
which had been committed, probably 
daily, ever since this country began 
to have any trade at all. It was quite 
to be expected that Congress would 
provide special remedies for the viola. 
tions of the terms of this statute, and 
ty such remedies all persons, claiming 
to be aggrieved by acts which are of. 
fensive only because this statute makes 

them so, should he restricted. 

“For a similar reason complainant 
cannot maintain this suit: in equity 
under the New York statute concerning 
agreements of combinations in re- 
straint of trade. That statute empow- 
ers the Attorney-General to enforce it 
by suit in equity. 

“There are averments in the come- 
plaint, that the acta of defendant and 
its offgers by which complainant ts ag- 
grieved, are the result of malicious 
combinations to injure complainant 
Without justice or excuse, inspired by 
ill-will and a deliberate intention to 
harm the complainant without refer- 
ence to any lawful exercise of defend- 
ants rights. But there is a conflict of 
evidence as to the facts asserted, dew 
fendants vigorously denying in their 
affidavit the averment o@ the complain- 
ant, and it is not the practice in this 
‘ircuit to grant preliminary injunctions 
when there is such conflict as to eg. 
sential facts. Such relief must be 
sought at final hearing, when the tes- 
timony of conflicting affidavits may be 


submitted to the test of cross-ezam- 
ination.”

NEW YORK CITY SAFE. 

Mysterious threats have come from 
Madrid, from time to time, to tho ef- 
fect that the Spanish fleet would 
“blockade New York City,” bombard 
it, or in some manner inflict terrible 
injury upon the metropolis. Many 
persons, no doubt, really believe that 
if a strong hostile fleet should sud- 
deniy make its appearance in the 
Vicinity of New York, it would be 
able to inflict serious injury before 
it could be driven off: or that the 
enemy might force the payment of a 
heavy indemnity as the price of 
safety. 

These fears are without substantial 
foundation. No squadron that Spain 
could send against New York would 
be likely to get near enough to the 
city to do effective work. The forti- 
fications which protect the ity are 
of a very formidable character, and 
are thoroughiy up to date. Heavy 
guns, of the disappearing type, are 
numerous, and are advantageously lo- 
cated for defending the sea ap- 
proaches. The principal fortifications 
are located some twenty miles from 
the city proper, and have an effad&- 
tive range of ten miles. They could, 
without much doubt, keep the enemy 
at a distance of from twenty-five to 
thirty miles from the city. 

The Spanish navy has no guus 
which will carry more than ten 
miles, and few that will do effective 
work at half that distance. In order 
to shell the city, a fleet would be 
to pass the formidable land 
fortifications and get within five Gr 
six miles of the town. In attempt- 
ing to do so, it would be exposed not 
only to fire from the heavy guns of 
the forts, but to the possibly creater 
danger from torpedoes and submarine 
mines. with which the harbor and 
its approaches are generously pro- 
vided. 

It is altogether probable. therefore. 
that the stationary defenses of 
York are sufficient to resist 
fully any fleet that Spain could send 
against the city. But the land de- 
fenses would not long be without as- 
sistance from the sea.

BUSINESS AND THE WAR. 


Fears have been expressed in some 
quarters that the war will cause 
financia! stringency and consequent 
demoralization of business’ throtigh- 
out the country. There is no likeli- 
hocd of any such result. Thus far, 
the business of the country has gone 
on uninterruptedly through the ex- 
citing times preceding the breaking 
out of hostilities, and has _ suffered 
no material check since the actual 
declaration of war. There is every 
reason to believe that these condi- 
tions will continue to the end. While 
the war will necessarily cause some 
readjustments in various lines of 
business, its stimulating effects will 
be such as to counterbalance’ these 
depressing effects on investments, 
and such disturbances of values as 
usually accompany a sstate of war. 

The United States has a_ problem 
to face, in 1898, far different from 
that which confronted the nation in 
1861, Now the country is united 
against a foreign foe of acknowl- 
edged inferiority. The issue of the 
war is in no sense doubtful, and the 
probabilities are that the struggle 
will not be of long duration. In 1861 
the nation was torn by a civil convul- 
sion of unprecedented magnitude, and 
the life of the republic was in seri- 
ous danger. The grave menaces of 
1861 are almost wholly lacking now. 
The war of the rebellion was. an 
epoch in our national life. The war 
with Spain is a mere incident. 

There will be neither financial 
panic nor stringency during the con- 
tinuance of this war. There will be 
no depreciation of the currency. Ev- 
ery dollar, whether of gold, of sil- 
ver, or of paper. will continue ‘to be 
werth 100 cents, as it is now. Large 
amounts of money will necessarily 
be required by the government for 


the prosecution of the war, but this 
money will be disbursed almost as 
rapidly as it is received. Most of 


it will go into the channels of trade, 
and will serve to increase business 
instead of depressing it. The re- 
quirements of the government, in 
the way of army supplies,. etc., 
increase the demand for labor, while 
the drawing of a considerable number 
of men into the military service will 
afford increased opportunities for 
employment to those who remain be- 
hind. 

The investment of money in busi- 
ness enterprises will be somewhat 
curtailed, though probably not to any 
serious extent, and this will be fully 
offset by the increased circulation of 
money incidental to the prosecution 
of the war. The transportation bnsi- 
ness will be increased rather than 
diminished, manufacturing will be 
likely to suffer but little, if any, in 
the aggregate, our foreign trade wil] 
not be materially reduced, (though 
it may be transported mostly in

neutral vessels.) our coastwise com- 
merce will not be noticeably affected, 
and our 75,000,000 of people will eat, 
drink, and wear clothes as ysual: 
Which will insure a steady and liberal 
demand upon the resources of domes- 
tic trade and industry. 

For these reasons, no period of 
depression is likely to accompany or 
follow the war with Spain. The ex- 
periences of the great civil war will 
not be repeated. So far as the busi- 
ness of the country is concerned, it 
will go on almost the same as if we 
were at peace with Spain instead of 
at war. 

THE PRICE OF VICTORY. 

The latest news of tbe battle in 
Manila Bay is not the expected full 
report from Commodore Dewey, but 
appears to be a brief dispatch to the 
Navy Department. While. it is not 
fully confirmed, there are reasons for 
believing it to be genuine. 

From officers at Mare Island jit is 
_learned that Dewey has given briefiy 
the losses of the American fleet in 
the engagement with the Spanish 
ships and fortifications. The loss in 
killed and wounded on the Baltimore 
'is said to have been 200, which in- 
dicates that the cruiser must have 
been fearfully hammered by the forts. 

It was not to be expected that the 
fleet could come out of such a con- 
flict without serious damage, and 
when the details of the fight shall be

FITZHUGH LEE. 


OLD SOLDIER, DIPLOMAT AND NEW 
MAJOR-GENERAL. 


A Picturesque Figure—Now the Idol 
of a Grateful People—His Early 
Training at West Point and Gal. 
lant Service in Arms—A_ fril- 
linnt Career, 


_ One of the most picturesque figures 
in America today is unquestionably 
Fitzhugh Lee, late Consul-General to 
Hiavana, who was yesterday nominated 
by the President to be a major-general 
of volunteers in the war with Spain. 

Lee's recent triumphal progress from 
Tampa to the capital, his car flled 
with flowers, the people climbing over 
each other to get a sight of him, is 
something unmatched in history. “The 
child is father of the man,” the prov- 
erb says, and there is no better illus- 
tration of its truth than Fitzhugh Lee 
~the son of a great house whieh has 
produced famous statesmen and gal- 
lant soldiers in every generation, and 
who from his cradle has been en- 
dowed with qualities of heart and 
mind which make the ovation he has 
received on every hand today the ex- 
pression of a grateful people for a man 
who has shown himself to be a soldier, 
a diplomat and thorough-going Ameri- 
can, in the recent stirring public events 
With which he has had to do ofizially. 
Gen, Lee’s war record—his brave de- 
fense of a losing cause—is a matter of 
history, and has overshadowed his 
earlier record at. West Point and in the 
army, so that few people know that 
page of his history. A Cincinnati man 
who was with Lee at West Point re- 
calls in the Enquirer the following 
pleasant memories of this handsome 
young cadet: 

Fitzhugh Lee entered West Point in 
1853 at the early age of 16. He was 
appointed “at large’ from Virginia, and 
was extremely popular there from the 
first moment he put on the gray of the 
cadet uniform until the President’s 
commission entitled him to the blue 
and yellow of the cavalry. Probably 
no man at the Point was more popular, 
not only among upper classmen, but 
also. with the “plebes,”’. even when 
“Fitz,” as he was always called, was 
himself a third-class man. This can be 
appreciated when it is remembered 
that the third-class man and plebe cor- 
respond to the sophomore and fresh- 
man in college life and all the ingenious 
methods of “deviling’’ the newcomer 
are more rife at the Point than at any 
other institution of learning. A brother 
officer who served with Lee at the 
Point and knew him _ intimately, in 
writing of the esteem in which “Fitz” 
was held, characterized him as ‘that 
gay, gallant, great-hearted, wenerous 
Fitz Lee.”’ 

How aptly the description of the boy 
fits the character of the n has been 
amply proved by late events, though 
written years before any one could pre- 
dict the distinguished diplomatic cureer 
reserved for him. Fitzhugh Lee, @s a 
boy, was a bright, manly fellow, witha 
syong propensity toward enjoying him- 
self in preference to the dull routine 
of the classroom. It was his love of 
fun and mischief that often brought 
him into unpleasant contact with the 
authorities at the Point, and on cne 
occas'on almost succeeded in bringing 
his career to an untimely end. 
with several other cadets, had decided 
to “run it’? to “Benny Haven's,” that 
famous hostelry a few miles from West 
Point, celebrated in song andl story, 
where the cadets thirsting for change 
and other things braved ali the dan- 
gers of detection in order to place a 
foot on its forbidden ground and taste 
the joys of this alluring .spet. 
were always to be found song and jest 
and story, not to mention the flowing 
bowl and occasionally a country dance 
or a waltz with the country lassies, 
whose places were filled by comrades 
not in petticoats when occasion de- 
manded. Fitz Lee was the leader of 
one of these little expeditions, one 
Christmas eve, and successfully braved 
Argus-eyed authority until the limits of 


the post were reached on the return | 


journey. Here the little party was dis- 
covered, halted and disgraced before 
daylight Christmas morning. The re- 
sult was a court-martial, the “finding” 
guilty, and the sentence,.six months’ 
suspension and to join the class he- 
low. ‘This little jaunt cost the gay lad 
one more year at the Point. 

Fitz Lee had a frank, open end 
cordial manner which comes from an 
innate kindliness of heart, impossible 
to assume. The same gentleness of 
spirit gave rise to the utter absence of 
self-assertion, which was the keynote 
of his popularity, and it was well 
known at the Point that he could no 
more provoke a quarrel than he could 
betray a friend. His nature then, as 
now, had to be stirred to move it from 
its inborn kindness and_ friendliness. 
Dryden says, “Anger not the good- 
natured man,” and this was true of 
Lee, but in support of a principle or in 
resentment of a deliberate affront, 
“Fitz’s’’ wrath was equal to the occa- 
sion, and he was no mean an- 
tagonist. Although a member of 
one of the companies which 
in the annual sizing up of the 
entire corps proved him to belong to 
the. lower half in stature he was noted 
in all athletic sports. He held the best 
cavalry segt, and was the most daring 
“rough ridér’’ at the Point in his day. 
He took extra lessons in fencing from 
the instructor in those ancient days— 
Monsieur P. D. de Jennon—far beyond 
the requirements of the academy, and 
became a genuine master of the deli- 
cate art of fencing. He was a trained 
swimmer, strong and _ bold, and for 
some time held the championship in 
this exercise. A story is related of 
him which is interestnig in this con- 
nection. During camp the cadets are 
permitted by custom and for sanitary 
reasons encouraged to bathe in the 
Hudson at Gee’s Point, a small prom- 
ontory jutting out into the river at 
the northeast corner of “The Plain.” 
On its southern side it offers a “bight” 
which secures safety from the current, 
and vet gives room enough for bold 
swimming. Any bathing party is al- 
ways in charge of a cadet officer to pre- 
serve sufficient discipline and enforce 
all proper rules for safety. A new- 
comer, who had just joined, watched 
the proceedings, and then himself 
stripping, selected a prominent rock on 
shore, dived from it and swam some 
distance under water, and then sud- 
denly bobbed up by the side of Fitz. 
who was leisurely disporting himself in 
the deep water. He then struck out 
with long, sweeping strokes for the 
other side of the cove. Fitz locked on 
for a moment in startled amazement 
that any one, especially a ‘‘plebe,” 
should intrude upon his own domain, 
and then he started with full vigor 
after the intruder, determined to main- 
tain his supremacy. But this time Fitz 
found his match, and had to climb up 
the roeks at the end of the contest, 
confessedly holding only “place” in the 
race. But, true to himself.. from that 
time on he cheerfully acknowledged the 
fourth classmate to be the champion, 
and in the face if all his elders, who 
considered that a ““‘plebe” who was su- 
préme in anything should be the more 
humiliated, defended the youngster 
against all assaults upon his position, 

During his career at the Point, Fitz 
grew up with men who were destined 
to grave the deepest lines on one of 
the proudest pages of history. His 
uncle, the great Robert E. Lee, was 
superintendent and commandent 
the academy, a man who left the im- 
press of his strong will and splendia 
character upon all who came under 
his influence. Bob Garnet, the gallant 
Confederate officer,.who met his death, 
at Rich Mountain, was commandant of 
cadets, and under whom the discipline 
at the Point reached perfection.’ Pap 


Thomas and McPherson were instruct- 
ors; Sheridan, Howland, Schofield, 
Fitz John. Porter, Weitzel, Jack Corse— 
the hero of Altoona Pass—Sprigg, Car- 
roll, Averill, the famous cavalry 
leader; Aleck Webb and Arthur Dev-- 
ereux, whose brigade captured the first 
four colors of Pickett’s column at 
Gettysburg, were cadets from the 
North. The South was‘represented by 
Jeb Stuart, Fitzhugh Lee, Wheeler, 
Wileox, Marmaduke and Armistead, 
who so gallantly led the head of Pick- 
ett’s column at Gettysburg. 

Fitzhugh Lee graduated at West 
Point in July, 1856, a year later 
than would have been the case but 


for “Benny Havens—oh.” He was 
HEAD OF HIS CLASS 


In horsemanship, and was assigned to 
duty as second lieutenant in the fa- 
mous old Second Cavalry, which after- 
ward furnished so many distinguished 
officers in the civil war. It was at this 
time, on the plains of Texas, that Lee 
made his reputation as an _ Indian 
fighter—a page in the history of his 
military career which few people have 
turned, and with an inherent m@desty 
characteristic of the man, one to which 
Lee himself seldom refers. He was 
one of the officers in the Wichita expe- 
dition under Maj. Van Dorn, which 
was organized for the purpose of oper- 
ating against hostile Indians, whose 
depredations in Texas had become un- 
bearable. Those Indians, leaving their 
families and villages in the far distant 
Indian Territory, formed small bands, 
and, penetrating into the very heart of 
settlements, murdered men, women and 
children and retired in safety with 
their spoils of scalps and horses. Sev- 
eral charges were made against, these 
Indian strongholds, one led by Maj. 
Van Dorn in person, but all were forced 
back, the approach being almost im- 
penetrable through the thick under- 
brush. At this juncture Lieut. Lee 
asked permission to lead a charge 
against one of the flanks of the In- 
dians’ position. The request was 
granted and resulted in the capture of 
a large number of women and children 
and a few warriors, who were mixed 
up with them. In the second charge 
Lee struck the Indians within a few 
yards of their main body, and a des- 
perate encounter ensued. In pressing 
forward in advance of his men Lieut. 
Lee came face to face with an Indian 
brave. He raised his pistol, the Indian 
drew his bow and both fired at the 
same instant. The lieutenant’s bullet 
struck the Indian between the eyes, 
and the Indian’s arrow entered his 
right side under the extended arm 
and penetrated the right lung. Lee 
knew he 

WAS DESPERATELY WOUNDED, 
but: before allowing himself to be car- 
ried off the field he urged his men on 
to the attack, and the Indians were 
overwhelmed. Maj. Van Dorn consid- 


‘ered Lieut. Lee’s condition so critical 


that it was thought advisable to take 
down any word he might wish to send 
to his family, and the message which 
he sent jointly to his father and mother 
was that “he was dying: a soldier's 
death. and one above all others he pre- 
ferred.” When the fighting was over 
the sorrowing officers gathered about 
their wounded comrade, and the cry of 
one—an old West Pointer, who had 
known and loved him there—‘Fitz, old 
man, we can’t afford to lose you, 

voiced the sentiment of every one of 
them. But Lieut. Lee was reserved to 
win further honors as a soldier, and 
earn a nation’s applause as a diplomat. 
The struggle for life which followed 
was fought, like all the other battles 
of his career, with fearlessness and 
bravery, and twelve months after 
found him again with his command in 
a Texas norther, reckless as ever of 
arrows and tomahawks. It was a few 
miles outside Camp Colorado, and the 
detachment was in pursuit of a band 
of hostile Ifdians which had been plun- 
dering and murdering in the vicinity. 
After Lee’s charge the Indians had scat- 
tered and broken for the timber, jut 
one brave, with the audacity born of 
defeat, turned as he entered and let 
drive a volley of arrows at the enemy s 
commander. This man Lee determined 
should not escape, and, with E. ! 

Haves, now major of the Seventh Cav- 
alry, United States army, at his heels, 
followed in close pursuit. The warrior 
had the advantage, because the

rough which he led them, was e 
plain to him. Finally the 
thicket, narrowed, and the pursuers 
went down on their hands and knees 
to follow the moccasin tracks. At this 
time the Indian was only a few feet 
away, hiding behind a ledge of rocks, 
and when Lee passed he sprang up with 
a yell and let drive an arrow straight 
at his breast. Lee quickly dodged, 
the arrow passing through his thick 
army cape, penetrated the sleeve of his 
heavy overcoat, and, striking the car- 
bine which he carried, broke in two. In 
jumping aside Lee dropped the car- 
bine, and was left with his pistol 
only. This he thrust forward to fire, 
but the Indian grasped it by the bar- 
rel and turned the muzzle from him. 
The -pistol was discharged, and _ in 
the struggle which ensued for its pos- 
session it fell to the ground, and the 
encounter became a_ hand-to-hand 
struggle. The Indian was the larger 
and stronger of the two, and he flung 
his antagonist about with apparent 
ease. but could not down him. Hayes 
tried to interfere, but the Indian, by 
a clever maneuver, placed Lieut. Lee 
between himself and the pistol, and 
for fear of hitting his officer, Hayes 
dared not shoot. An instant later the 
Indian was hurled to the ground, Lieut. 
Tee falling on top, and as fate would 
have it, within reach of his pistol. 
With great presence of mind he man- 
aged to free his right arm, grasp and 
cock the weapon and fire a shot 
through the Indian’s cheek, while an- 
other shot, better aimed, sent him to 
“the happy hunting ground.” 

was very strong,’ Lee said after- 
ward, “but he Knew nothing of the 
science of wrestling.

Lee was compli- 
mented in orders for his Indian fight- 
ing by his department commander, and 
by the commanding general of the 
army, Gen. Scott, but such is his meal- 
est reserve, few people, even his best 
friends, know the extent of his achieve- 
ments om the plains of Texas as a 
young man. 

Fitzhugh Lee is a son of Sydney 
Smith Lee, whose description given 
by a daughter of. Robert E. Lee right 
serve as a photograph of Fitzhugh 
himself; “No one who ever saw him.” 
she says, “can forget his fine face, 
charming personality and erace of 
manner, which, joined to a nobility of 
character and goodness of heart, made 
him the most generally belovad and 
popular of men. This was especially so 
in regard to women, and having no 
daughter of his own he turned with the 
tenderest affection to those of his 
brother Robert. Fitzhugh,Lee:'s courage 
and patriotism are a part of his birth. 


right, for his father was for thirty. 


years in the United States navy. We 
entered it as a boy of 16, and faizh- 
fully served his country by land -ard 
sea in many climes and.en many 
oceans. He was in Japan with Commo- 
dore Perry, and commanded” his t'ag- 
ship when that inaccessible country 
was practically opened to the com- 
merce of the world. He was command- 
ant of the Naval Academy at Annap- 
olis, and afterward in command of 
the navy yard at Philadelphia. When 
the civil war broke out he was sta- 
tioned at Washington, but when Vir- 
ginia seceded, like his brother Robert 
and \his son Fitzhugh, he did not hesi- 
tate abandon his position of secur- 
ity and comfort and cast his lot with

At West Point, and every effort was 
made to induce him to remain at hig 
post. He was told if he were not will- 
ing to fight aginst his State he could 
remain at “the Point,’”’ where good 
pay and easy duty should be his re- 
ward.

The 
ceremony took place in old Christ 
Church at Alexandria. The party 
was first entertained at Gen. 
John Mason’s house at Clermont. 
They then went to Arlington, the his- 
toric old home of the Lees, where the 
festivities were continued# Lieut. Robe 
ert Lee and some of his army friends 
took part in this old Virginia frolic, 
and the house party was so large that 
seven of the young officers were bivou- 
acked in one room. Capt. Canfield, 
one of the number, objected to be 
awakened in the morning by the old 
negro servant's bringing in wood and 
building the fires. Finally he called 
out: “‘Moses, Why not come up on @ 
pony?” At this moment Lee's cousin, 
Curtis, threw open the door, and, hear- 
ing Canfield’s remark, called out, 
“Sleep no more, Macbeth hath mur- 
dered sheep,”’ and the whole party was 
routed out to begin the day’s gayetics. 
Every night before the guests retired 
punch was liberally dispensed from a 
punch bowl which had belonged to 
Gen. Washington—a present to him 
from Col. Fitzhugh, a former aid de 
camp. In the bottom of the bowl was 
the painting of a ship,.the hull resting 
on the bottom, the mast projecting to 
the brim. The rule was to drin’: down 
to the hull—a condition strictly cb- 
served. 

A prominent characteristic of Fitz< 
hugh Lee, and one which must have 
been of great service to him in Ha- 
vana, is his undaunted cheerfulness. 
After the war he retired to ris deso- 
alted plantation in Stafford county an@ 
heat his sword Into a plowshare. It 
was not a life best suited to his tastes, 
and he found farming hard Work. But 
in writing to a friend he said with 
grim humor: 

“T had been accustomed all my life 
to draw corn from the quartermaster, 
and found it rather hard now tc draw 
it from an obstinate soil, but I did it.” 

In the autumn of 1885 Gena. Lee was 


elected Governor of Virginia, thus fol-_ 


lowing in the footsteps of iis distin- 
guished grandfather, Gen. Henry Lee. 
His future is full of great possibilities, 
and fortune seems bearing down upon 
him with both hands full.

RAILWAY ADJUSTMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Mr. Gear of 
Iowa. chairman of the Pacific Rail- 
roads Committee, called up and ob- 
tained consideration for a bill authoriz- 
ing a commission consisting. of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and the Attorney- 
General to effect an adjustment be- 
tween America and the Sioux City and 
Pacific Railroad Company in relation 
to certain bonds issued by the govegn- 
ment. in aid of the construction of the 
railroad. 

An amendment to the bill, offered by 
Mr. -Harris of Kansas, provides that 
the commission may not accept less in 
settlement of the governmert's claim 
than the principal of the bonds issued 
in aid of the construction of the road. 

Mr. Morgan of Alabama, delivered 
an extended speech upon the measure, 
in the course of which he indicated 
the great importance of the measure 
as a precedent. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan's 
speech, Mr. Cockrell of Missouri se- 
cured the passage of the following bill: 

“That the Secretary of the Treasury 
fs hereby directed to make a report 
showing therein the-walue of the silver 
bullion in the treasury, and the amount 
of the seigniorage and the amount of 
the existing treasury notes issued in 
its purchase, and the amount of stand- 


ard silver dollars coined under the act 
of July 14, 1870, and the amount of 
the seigniorage and the amount of 


treasury notes redeemed in such dol- 
lars and retired.” 

Mr. Harris continuing the debate 
upon the pending Railroad Bill, urged 
the adoption of his amendment, as the 
very least that Congress could do in 
protecting the interests of the country.

About 12:20 o’clock this morning a 
smal blaze was discovered in the’ cob- 
ler’'s shum of L. Rehwald at No 205 
Fifth street. 

tehwald is the man who came near 
heing a victim of mob violence ves- 
terday afternoon because of his allezed 
unpatriotic utterances. 

The parties who discovered the fire in 
the shop forced an entrance, and, once 
inside, found a box filled with sawdust, 
upon which some liquid had bhecn 
poured. The box was covered with a 
sheet of leather, and this prevented 
the “sawdust from breaking into a 
blaze, the confined smoke smothering 
the flames. 

The only damage done was to burn a 

portion of the leather thrown over the 
box. 
The origin of the fire will be a mat- 
ter of nolice investigation. A number 
of people who were on the street near 
the shop all evening say that the old 
shoemaker visited his place about an 
hour before the fire was discovered, 
and that absolutely 
had been around the place, owing to 
the warning of the police earlier in the 
efenine. 

The ‘cors of the shon were found 
locked and the windows tightly fas- 
tened when the men who discovered 
the incinient blaze sought to effect 
an entrance. For this reason, and be- 
cause persons claim to have seen Reh- 
wald in and around his shop, the rumor 
that he set fire to his own place 
gained currency last night, and, as 
stated, the matter will be fully inves- 
tigated. Other than a few broken win- 
dow panes, no damage was done to the 
place.

IT IS TO BEGIN AT ONCE THROUGH- 
OUT THE COUNTRY, 


All Regiments Will Be Brought 
Up to Their Fall Strength—As 
‘Fast as Enlisted the Men Wil! 


De Sent to the Front. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, April 29.—Recruit- 


ing for the regular army under the 
Reorganization Bill will begin at 
once. 

No additional machinery is neces- 


sary for inaugurating this work, as all 
of it can readily be done through the 
recruiting officers and board now scat- 
tered around the country. A circular 
letter of instructions has been pre- 
pared, giving directions for the work, 
which will be prosecuted as rapidly as 
possible. 

The recruiting will be done at all the 
army posts throughout the country, and 
at the places where the regiments are 
now located. there being no limit on en- 
listments for the regular army on ac- 
county of locality, as there is in the 
volunteer service. Nor will any limit 
be placed on the total number en- 
listed through fear of exceeding the 
force authorized by law. Under the 
present army requirements, 4nly about 
one out of every eleven applicants is 
accepted, and even with the relaxa- 
tion probable on account of the war 
necessity, there is no reason to expect 
that the 30,000 and odd additional men 
needed will be procured with any un- 
due speed. 

Few people understand the constitu- 
tion ofthe reorganized army, nor how 
the pr t force of 25,000 is to be in- 
creased to 61,000. 

Briefly, this will be done by recruit- 
ing up the present companies to about 
twice their present strength, and by 
the constitution of two additional com- 
panies, and the filling out of two skele- 
ton companies, now existing in each 
regiment. 

The infantry regiments today consist 
of ten companies of about sixty men 
each, and two skeleton companies with 
no men, but with a full complement of 
officers. Under the new bill, these 
eight companies will be filled out to 106 
men: two new companies of 106 each 
will be constituted, and the two skele- 
ton companies will also be filled out. 
By this means a regiment of infantry 
will be increased from 480 men to 1272 
The changes in the cavalry and artillery 
will be similar, though not so large, 
as this branch of the service is already 
organized on the twelve-company for- 
mation, 

Our peace-time army is so small that 
it has been possible for us to be 
wonderfully select in its members, and 
it is unmatched by any on earth. 
Every man in it, at the time of his 
enlistment, is required to be between 
21 and 30 years of age, of good habits 
and character, unmarried, and to con- 
form to certain arbitrary regulations 
in regard to height and weight. In 
spite of the talk of certain newspapers 
about the dog’s life that a soldier is 
supposed to lead, the fact remains that 


admission to the regular army is 
highly ») prized at all times, in most 
parts of the country, and there has 


never been the least scarcity of would- 
be recruits. 

During the present excitement there 
will be little difficulty about appli-: 
cants. As fast as they are enlisted, 
the men will be sent directly to the 
front ta join their regiments. This is 
in order to give them the advantages 
that arise from association with 
trained comrades and trained officers, 
and enable them to learn the difficult 
lessons of discipline as quickly as pos- 
sible. Army officers calculate that a 
soidier can be made under these cir- 
cumstances in one-eighth of the time 
that would be required if his associa- 
tions were entirely with other recruits. 

It is said some of the State organiza- 
tions wish to be advised in advance of 
where they are to be sent and are op- 
posed to any separation of their com- 
mands. It is provided in the act of the 
organization of the volunteer army 
that State commands enlisting in a 
body shall be preserved intact. The 
War Department will respect this, of 
course, but it is extremely doubtful 
whether the department would under- 
take to guarantee that the entire quota 
of a State should always be kept to- 
gether. In fact,. this would seem tv 
be an impossibility. 

No one can tell in advance what the 
exigencies of war may at any time re- 
quire, and troops once mustered in the 
service of the government have no re- 
course but to march where they are or- 
dered. It might be that the two regi- 
ments of infantry and the four bat- 
teries from California would be kept 
together during the period of hostili- 
ties. On the other hand, the regiment 
might be in one place and each of the 
four batteries in another. In war and 
in the movements of armed forces the 
law of necessity rises superior to all 
others. 

The War Department has issued its 
instructions to the officers sent out to 
muster in the volunteer troops of the 
country into the United States servie-. 
They differ in some degree from those 
in use in the, regular army, chiefly in 
the greater liberality they show to- 
ward the physical qualificafions of the 
volunteers. 

The instructions provide that all vol- 
unteers are to be minutely examined by 
a medical officer of the United States 
detailed for that purpose, or by phvysi- 
cians engaged by the mustering officer 
and the regimental commander for the 
purpose. The physical qualifications 
of the volunteers as to height. weight 
and health are the same cs those for 
the ‘regulars, but the other qualifica- 
tions of age and being unmarried, are 
not held binding. In _ fact, it is ex- 
pressly provided that volunteers may 
be between 18 and 45 years of age, in- 
stead of between 21 and 30, as with 
the regulars. 

In cavalry commands, the hoses will 
also be examined carefully. They are 
required to be between five and nine 
years old. The United. States regula- 
tion equipments only will be accept- 
able. consisting of a saddle, blanket, 
bridle. with curb and a halter of the 
regulation pattern. Every officer and 
man must be the owner of his own 
horse MARRIOTT.

had a poolroom in the rear of a saloon 
opening on Second street, just above 
Broadway. Entrance could also be ef- 
fected from Broadway through the en- 
trance hallway of the Berlin rooming- 
house, adjoining the new building now 
in course of erection at the corner of 
Broadway and Second. Reing thus 
hidden away in an unobtrusive corner, 
people might come and £0 without any 
particular attention being attracted. 
Here a legitimate business was done 
for a time, but recently the automatio 
ticker has been brought into play, and 
in so doing, the bounds of the law have 
been .overstepped. 

On one side of the room is an im- 
mense blackboard, divided Into four 
panels, each panel bearing across the 
top the name of the alleged mining 
stock, quotations on which are given 
from time to time. Only four stocks 
are being played just now, and these 
are ithe Eldorado Mining and Milling 
Company, Pacific Mining and Milling 
Company, National City Mining and 
Milling Company, and Montezuma Min- 
ing and Milling Company. As the quo- 
tations are called off from the “tape” 
by the “case-keeper’’.inside the  in- 
closure, a young fellow is kept busy 
marking under the respective stocks 
the fluctuations in price, and the throng 
of gudgeons are made happy or other- 
wise, as they may have atempted to 
bull or bear a brass machine-made 
market for stoeks that have no ex- 
istence. 

Some time ago, when Frank Birch 
was running a ‘‘tape’’ game in Los An- 
geles, he had books for all the stocks 
he dealt in, and if a patron wanted to 
actually take delivery, he would make 
out the certificates and make transfer 
on the books. It is not of current be- 
lief, however, that even in this city 
any one was such q fool as to ask for 
a few bits of engraved paper, of abso- 
lutely no value, in exchange for good 
current coin. As a business bluff, 
however, the device was not without 
some merit. But in the present instance 
no pretense is being made of making 
delivery of the stock; it fs a gamble 
pure and simple, and that apart from 
the illegal “tape” altogether. 

The quotations on the tape are pre- 
pared over night, and, as during the 
day, the prices quoted mount into the 
hundreds, to prepare them by hand 
would take a very long time. To obvi- 
ate this difficulty some ingenious soul 
invented a small machine which prints 
them off as a man turns the crank. The 
reel of tape is then placed in the auto- 
matic ticker, and as it clicks off it is 
called by the “‘case keeper,” marked on 
the blackboard, and is then a standing 
quotation, 

Any one wishing to take a whirl in 
stocks may do so by paying 20 per cent. 
of the sum invested, For instance, if a 
buyer invests $4 and wins $20 he is 
charged 80 cents commission. 

That this kind of a game is illegal 
g0es almost without saying. The stocks 
quoted have no status as business 
propositions, even if they have any 
existence in fact at all. The prices, too, 
are not bona fide, but are determined 
in the first instance by chance, and 
are taped off the machine simply to 
enable suckers to put their money ona 
venture that is conceived and carried 
out as a gambling proposition from 
first to last. About five years ago the 
gambling fraternity made a stand in 
defense of this same “tape” game, and 
“Lucky” Baldwin was one of those 
that stood up to the music when the 
matter came to test. It was of no use: 
the game was swept away and San 
Francisco has had no recurrence of this 
evil. It has popped into the open again 
in Los Angeles only for a time. This 
for the reason that the police Say they 
have been in ignorance of what has 
been going on right under their noses. 

In the absence of Chief Glass in the 
East, Detective Bradish has been sup- 
posed to be holding down thechair ofthe 
Chief of Police. But Mr. Bradish said 
on Tuesday, when spoke to about the 
“tape” game being in operation, that 
Capt. Roberts was the one who had to 
do with such matters and not he: that 
he was looking after the detectives, 
and usually that department devoted 
attention to felonies, and the “tape” 
game being a misdemeanor anyway, it 
would fall within Capt. Roberts’s prov- 
ince to deal with it. At the same time 
Mr. Bradish expressed some surprise 
at this old-time racket being revived. 

Yesterday when Capt. Roberts was 
asked regarding his knowledge of what 
was going on and had been going on 
for some little time, he could scarce 
believe his ears: He. wanted to know 
if Detective Bradish had been informed, 
and when he learned he had, and was 
asked what he was going to do about 
it, he replied: “Do about it! If it’s 
against the law we'll close it down.” 

It now remains to be seen. whether 
that is a big or a little “if.” The gam- 
blers who frequent the game have given 
out the quiet “tip” that the tape has 
been started up again under an under- 
standing with the police that it is not to 
be interfered with. They also pretend 
that “arrangements” have been made in 
other quarters. 

‘It is a singular coincidence that poli- 
tics, tape games and nickel-in-the-slot 
roulette wheels have broken loose with 
equal virulence within the past two 
weeks. 


A FOOL DUTCHMAN. 


Persisted in Criticizing Affairs in 
' Which He Had No Interest. 

L. Rehwald is a subject of Germany, 
and he yesterday learned that it is 
neither in good taste, nor very wise, to 
criticise the nation whose hospitality 
he is enjoying, least of all during war 
times. 

The offender keeps a little shoemak- 
er’s place almost at the corner of Fifth 
and Spring streets, and has been per- 
sona non grata, so to speak, to the 
neighborhood for some time, for the 
reason that he has'slightingly referred 
on many occasions to the United States 
government and its army and navy. 
Yesterday Rehwald was con- 


versing with some others at the Bur- 
bank, when he remarked that there was 
no proof that the Spaniards ever had 
blown wu the Maine, and that, any 
way, the United States had encouraged 
filibust4ring expeditions, and that, so 
he is reported to have said, though 
there is difference on the point, he was 
very glad the Maine had been blown 
up in Havana Harbor. 

Among those who heard the remarks 
was a colored bootblack named Andrew 
Wilks, who has a stand adjoining the 
shoemaker’s shop. Wilks was not pre- 
pared to hear any such talk as thaf, 
and he promptiy knocked Rehwald 
down. Upon hostilities breaking out, 
Rehwa!d had .tried to shove Wilks 
away, with the result as stated, but the 
bootblack’s tre was aroused, and, as 
he said yesterday, in order “to stall 
him off,” he mede a bee line for the 
District Attornev's office to swear fo 
a complaint against Rehwald charging 
him with battery. While the latter was 
down at the Police Staticn, a welcome 
home was being prepared fo him at 
his shop on Fifth street. The crowd got 
two moderately large United States 
flags and placed tham above Rehwald’s 
place of business. One of these had 
inscribed across it in roughly-formed 
characters the legend, “‘Reimember the 
Maine,” 

Shortly after his return, it is sl: 
leged, his wife pulled down one of these 
flags and stamped upon tt, while Reh- 
walk himseif pulled down the other, 
and then went inside. It is well he did 
so, for quite a mob had gathered that 
boded ill for him, but he lockea the 
door and was besieged in his store un- 
til the police arrived and broke the 
blockade. The disconsolate shoemaker 
was taken to his home on South Grand 
avenues in the patrol wagoa, and the 
crowd contented itself with nailing the 
two flags above the store door again. 
But only for a time. After nightfall, 
clippings from the evening papers were 
pasted on the door, and also a large 
placard inscribed with the words: 
“Closed for want of patriotism.” 

News of what had been done having 
reached the pelice, Officer Redfern was 
instructed to remove everything from 
the store front that had been placecd 
there, save the United States flags, 
and this he did. No sooner was his 
back turned, however, than the same 
placards, etc., were up again, and 
again they were removed by the police 
officers, and then orders were issued to 
keep the street clear. The feeling en- 
gendered appeared to he so bitter that 
the officers on the beat about the resi- 
dence of Rehwald, on Souith Grand 
avenue, were instructed to watch that 
no harm should be done to the man or 
his family. 


WAR AFFECTS MAILS. 


Order from Postmaster-General Re- 
garding Letters for Spain. 
Postoffice Inspector Flint yesterday 
received the following order frem the 

Postmaster-General: 
ORDER NO. 161. 
WASHINGTON, April 26, 1898. 

Ordered that, pending the continu- 
ance of hostilities between the United 
States and Spain no letters, packages 
or other mail matter originating within 
the United States and destined for 
Spain, or addressed to any postoffice, 
port or other place within the jurisdic- 
tion of Spain or any of her colonies or 
dependencies’ ,or to any person residing 
within the jurisdiction of Spain or her 
colonies or dependencies, shall be dis- 
patched from the United States to their 
said destination, provided, however, 
that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to authorize the seizure or de- 
tention of any closed mails for Spain 
originating in any other country (not 
her colony or dependency) while in 
transit over the territory of the United 
States. 

That for the purpose of executing the 
above and foregoing order, postmasters 
at exchange offices of the United States 
are hereby instructed to.return to the 
writers and senders thereof, where the 
letters or packages contain the return 
card of the sender, all mail matter pro- 
hibited dispatch as above stated; and 
when such letters or packages do not 
contain the return card of the writer 
or sender, such matter must be for- 
warded to the Dead Letter Office to 
be returned to the writers in the ordi- 
nary way. 

This order is hereby made to include 
all mails originating in the United 
States for delivery in Spain and her 
colonies and dependencies, from and 
including Thursday, the 2ist day of 

1898.

“We are willing 
to do anything. that is reasonable,” 


said he. “We have offered repeatedly 
-to make the tracks conform to the 
gxrade of the street if the city would 
inform us what that grade is. 1] have 
discovered that there has never been 
anv other than the curb grade estab- 
shed for that street, and the curb 
grade does not fix the crown of the 
street. We have had to expend a large 
sum of money on the Third-street 
tracks, and twice we have had iv 
make changes after having leen in- 


formed that the work we did would be 
permanent. Even now we do not know 
that if we fix the street again, seme 
other person may not come along and 
say it is not right and demand of wus 
that we do the work over again. We 
now have our tracks two inches below 
the grade of the street and if the city 
warms us to lower them we are willing 
to do so. If it is culverts that the city 
wants, we are willing to pay our por- 
tion of the cost for that portion under 


our tracks, and for two feet on each 
side.” 

“Will vou lay the entire culverts if 
the demand to do so is made upon 
you?” was asked. 


“I do not care to say just what de- 


tion we would take then, but | bnow 
that if we were assured that upon 
building new culverts that weuld end 


the matter permanently and we wuld 
not have to tear them out aztain= be- 
fore the cement is dry, we would be 
willing to do so to settle the maiter. 


If they will only tell us what they want 
and want something reasonable. we will 
comply with their wishes, put let them 
decide upon something permanent Tf 
they cannot decide, then let them hire 
some boy to do so, and we will fellow 
what he says.” 

City Attorney Dunn stated last night 
that there was little doubt that the 
matter would be settled as the. city 
wished. “It has become all a matter 
ef plans,”’ said he. company does } 
not like the plans that have been sub- 
mitted, and we insist that they shall 
be followed. I do not anticipate any 
trouble with reference to the matter, 
for I believe that we have the better 
of the controversy, and the company 
knows this. If they refuse to comply 


with the request that we have made 
upon them, we have another plan 
which I think will prove effective: T 


do not care to say what that plan is.” 

In the City Engineer's office it was 
denied that the grade of Third street 
had not been established. It was 
pointed out that it would have been 
foolieh for any of the property-owners 
to have built on that street until the 
grade had been established. The curb 
grade setties all the others and it was 
asserted as a positive fact that. the 
tracks of the company on that street 
were not on the official grade of the 
street. The Street Superintendent will 
take no action in the matter until he is 
adwised what to do by the City Attor- 
ney. 


Special Council Meeting. 

A special meeting of the Citw Coun- 
cil will be held this morning for the 
purpose of granting extension of time 
in which to complete the work of im- 
proving West Adams street from Con- 
gress street to the west city boundary. 
This contract was first awarded to M. 
S. Cummings and assigned to C. L. Me- 
Combs and he assigned it to Lioyd, to 
whom the warrant will be issued in the 
name of Cummings. The work is 
practically complete, and the extension 
is desired in order that the warrant 
may be legally made a lien upon. the 
property on the street, and so that the 
contractor can collect 
for the work. 


Election Preparations. 

The City Clerk has almost completed 
the work of arranging for the special 
bond election which jis to be held on 
the 26th inst., for the purpose of voting 
on the = fire-department and _ bridge 
Londs. .Several deputies have been at 
work for some time getting the supple- 
mentary precinct registers ready, and 
the next action will be the printing of 
the ballots. The tickets to be used at 
this election will be divided into two 
general spaces, which will be again di- 
vided. It will be possible for a veter 
to vote for the fire-department bonds 
and against the bridge bonds. er for 
or against either of the propositions. 
There will be but one polling place in 
each ward.: A much larger vote is ex- 
pected at this election than was polled 
at the last bovwfd election. The cost to 
the city will be about $700. 


To Mark the Streets, 

The question of street signs is to be 
again considered by the Board of Pub- 
lic Works at its regular meeting to- 
morrow, and it is probable that the 
board will recommend to the Council 
that the furnishing of signs and their 
erection be again submitted to bids, 
provided the Council can agree upon a 
style of signs to be used.. This. mat- 
ter was before the board last fall. and 
the Council went so far as to advertise 
for bids, but it was discovered that the 
expense would be more than the city 
could pay conveniently at that time 
and the matter was dropped. Since 
then several propositions. have been 
made to the Council, but none of them 
has been accepted.

TRIAL NEARS AN END, 


CASE OF CARDWELL AND HARRIS 
WILL GO TO THE JURY TODAY. 


The Defense Proves That Hilton 
Hore the Reputation of Being a 
Quarrelsome Man and “Quick on 
the Trigcer’’—A Good Character 
Established for the Defendants, 


The trial of George Cardwell- and 
Isaac Harris for the murder of J. Ww. 
Hilton was resumed yesterday morning 
before Judge Smith. The defense had 
put in all their evidence shortly after 
noon, and the prosecution offered brief 
rebuttal testimony. Asst. Dist.-Atty. 
Williams then began the argument for 
the prosecution, and occupied the time 
until the hour of adjourning court. Mr. 
Davis for the defense will follow with 
his argument this morning. 

Most of ithe evidence introduced yes- 
terday was the testimony of character 
witnesses. The defense succeeded in 
establishing a good reputation for 
Cardwell and Harris, and Hilton was 
made out to be a very quarrelsome 
and dangerous man. It was shown 
that Hilton had mixed up in two or 
three fights where guns were used, and 
bore a reputation for being ‘‘quick on 
the trigger.” 

The first witness called was Justice 
Peace N. M. Richardson of 
Calabasas. The defendants were taken 
before Justice Richardson immediately 
after the killing of Hilton, and were 
discharged on their preliminary exami- 
nation, but were subsequently §rear- 
rested and taken before Justice Young. 
lit was said at the time that they had 
acted under the advice, of Justice 
Richardson when they killed Hilton. 
Richardson testified that Harris had 
vistied him three days previous to the 
killing of Hilton, and had told him, 
about the difficulty he was having with 
Hilton over a road. He said that Hil- 
ton had been.allowed to close the road 
tunning through his place under the 
agreement that he would maintain an- 
other road around his place, but that 
he had failed to keep it in good order. 
He said that Hilton had threatened his 
life if’ he attempted to use the road 
through his place. Justice Richardson 
said he had advised Harris that if he 
had a right to travel the road through 
Hilton’s place,; he had the right to 
himself against violence while 
on it. 

After Justice Richardson, the follow- 
ing persons were called by the de- 
fense as character witnesses: T. R. 
Newell, H, E. Smith, 8. H. Chapman, 
Sheriff Holcomb of San Bernardino, H. 
C. Roth, Leland Kercheville, M. Mul- 
vaney and Constable Arboise. 


WANTS A RECEIVER, 


Partners in the Buffalo Woollen 
Company Fall Out. 
Walter I. de Groot yesterday com- 


} menced suit against Louis H. Peters for 


a dissolution of partnership, and to 
have a receiver appointed for the part- 
nership stock. The plaintiff and de- 
fendant have been conducting a part- 
nership tailoring business under the 
name of the Buffalo Woolen Company 
at No. 248 South Broadway. 

In his complaint De Groot alleges 
that ever since the creation of the part- 
nership, Peters has kept the. books of 
the company under his exclusive con- 
trol, and that he has caused false en- 
tries to be made in the books by which 
the accounts are made to show that the 
business has been conducted without 


/ 


profit, while, in fact, it\has been con- 


$ 


ducted with large profit. The plaintiff 
says Peters has applied to his own use 
large sums from the receipts and profits 
of the busienss. Not having access to 
the books he is unable to state the 
amount of money thus misappropriated, 
but upon information and belief, al- 
leges that it is $4000. He asks that the 
property of the firm be sold and, after 
paying off the liabilities of the copart- 
nership, that the surplus, if there is 
any, be divided between the plaintiff 
and defendant, according to their re- 
spective interests. 


ANOTHER WATER CASE, 


Little Lake Diteh versus East Santa 

Giertrudes Irrigation Company. 

The Little Lake Ditch Water Com- 
pany yesterday morning commenc:d 
what promises to be a long, drawn-out 
suit against the Fast Santa Gertrudes 
Irrigation Company. The case is on 
trial in Department Three, and will 
probably last two weeks, 

The suit is over the right to water in 
the New San Gabriel River and affects 
irrigation districts in the vicinity of 
Los Nietos and the Santa Gertrudas 
Ranch. The plaintiffs claim the right 
to 816 inches of water flowing in the 
river, and the Gefendants have built a 
dam above where this. water was 
taken, and have been diverting about 
269 inches from the stream. fn con- 
sequence of this diversion of water, 
the plaintiffs claim that they have 
not been able to obtain water sufficient 
for irrigation purpases, and that their 
crops have dried up and are ruined. 
They say that this water is taken by 
the defendant wholly without right. 
and the court is asked to-grant a per- 
petual injunction restraining the de- 
fendants from continuing the use of 
such water. 


MRS. GOULD MADE UNHAPPY. 


Judge Clark Refuses te Grant Her a 
Divorce. 

Judge Clark yesterday rendered his 
decision denying the application of Mrs. 
Maximilienne Gould for a divorce from 
Daniel Webster Gould. The case was 
tried several weeks ago and submitted. 
Mrs. Gould asked for a divorce on the 
ground of willful neglect and failure to 
provide. The plaintiff. is a woman of 70 
years, and has had a varied matrimo- 
nial experience. In her alliance with 
the defendant she took as her husband 
aman thirty years her junior. 

At the time of her last marriage, Mrs. 
Gould was possessed of considerable 
property, estimated to be worth $100,000, 
while her husband had nothing but 
himself to commend hini to her affec- 
tions. Judge Clark, in his written opin- 
ion, says: “Plaintiff's story is that 
shortly after the marriage she diseov- 
ered (what, to any unprejudiced per- 
son would be painfully apparent,) that 
tbe only charm, and the only attraction 
for the defendant that she possessed 
was her wealth, as she asserts that 
upon refusal to sell her property «nd 
set him up in business, he basely de- 
serted her. The defendant's story is 
that upon the marriage taking place 
the relatives of the plaintiff. envious 
possibly, of his fortune, and possibly 
fearful that he might absorb. her 
wealth, poisoned her mind against him 
by telling her (what he would seem to 
admit to be true,) that the marriage on 
his part was a mercenary marriage, 
and not a marriage of love and, there- 
upon,.she cruelly drove him from her 
bed and board, notwithstanding the fact 


charge his marital duties and obliga- 
tions to the best of his ability. Which- 


ever ‘story may be true, it is admitted 
by both that after six days of connu- 


bial bliss (or the reverse,) they sep- 
arated, and the fact that upon this sep- 
aration ‘he demanded of her $2, and she 
gave him $1, to pay for the removal of 
his trunk, would indicate that the sep- 
aration’ met with no violent opposition 
from her.” 

Further on In his opinion, Judge Clark 


says of the plaintiff’s \contention that 


that he was at all times willing io dis-., 


the defendant willfully neglected and 
failed to provide for her; the neglect 
of a husband to provide for his wife 
the common necessaries of life, he hav- 
ing the ability to do so, is not a ground 
of divorce, where, as here, the wife has 
property of her own, which is sufficient 
for her support. Plaintiff, therefore, is 
not entitled to divorce upon the ground 
of willful neglect. ; 

The evidence that proved fatal to the 
plaintiff's claim for a divorce,was a writ- 
ten agreement of separation entered 
into by the parties to the proceedings 
ten days after their marriage. Accord- 
ing to tke agreement, Mrs. Gould was 
left free to apply for a divorce at any 
time. 

Judge Clark says: “There was no 
bona fide attempt at a reconciliation on 
the part of either, and this document 
is conclusive that the separation was 
continued with the consent of the plain- 
tiff: and section 99 of the Civil Code de- 
clares that separation by consent. with 
or without an understanding that one 
of the parties will apply for a divorce, 
is not desertion.” Findings and decree 
were accordingly ordered for the de- 
fendant, but without costs.

ORDERS TO MOVE. 


THE SEVENTH REGIMENT GOES 
NORTH TOMORROW. 


Guardsmen Enthuatastic Over Pros- 
pects of Service in the 
Philippines. 


NEW GUARD TO BE RECRUITED. 


HEAVY ARTILLERY WILL FOLLOW 
THE SEVENTH, 


Volunteer Companies Will Act as 
State Guards and Minate Men, 
Sharpshooters Organizing 
for Service. 


The Seventh Infantry, First Brigade, 
National Guard of California, hgs been 
ordered into State service for the pres- 
ent, but as a result of the order the 
command will, within a few days, be 
mustered into the military fervice of 
the United States as volunteers, The 
regiment will leave Los Angeles on a 
Special train, consisting of three ser- 
my Friday morning at il u’clock. Be- 
ore the departure cf the troops they 
will’ march through the streets in 
heavy marching order to River station 
and will be given a »ousing farewell by 
the citizens of the city, the commercial 
bodies, the several organizations of 
volunteers and possibly by some of the 
Civic bodies. The battery of heavy ar- 
tillery, which has been enrolled in this 
city, has been ordered to hold itself 
in readiness to move at a& moment’s no- 
tice, and on the same short notice the 
Southern Pacific has been notified to 
have transportation facilities ready for 
them. The Los Angeles troops of.cav- 
alry and the signals corps attached to 
the First Brigade will not go for the 
present, but th may be 
called for later. 


That, in brief, is the local war news 
that set the members of the several 
commands interested wild with enthu- 
Siasm and delight last night. That the 
Seventh Regiment was going into the 
Service of the government has been 
known for several days, but it had been 
expected that the mustering officer de- 
tailed to enlist the members of the com- 
mand would come here instead of send- 
ing the regiment to San Francisco for 
muster. That the latter course was 
pursued is taken by the men as an al- 
most certain indication that they are to 
be given active service in a short time. 
What that service is the men do not 
known or do they care. They have 
longed for just such an order as was 
promulgated to them last night, ‘and 
nothing could have created more enthu- 
siasm.among them. The press dis- 
patches have been eagerly read by ev- 
ery member of the commana since the 
war began, and since the battle of Ma- 
nila and the suggestion that the Cali- 
fornia. volunteérs might be sent there, 
the members of the Seventh in this 
city, officers and men, have been almost 
praying that that might be their as- 
signment. Whether they will cross the 
Pacific and help to hold what Dewey 
has so gallantly won, is not known even 
to the brigadier-general commanding 
or possibly even to the adjutant-gen- 
eral, but among the men their being cr- 
dered to San Francisco is a step in 
that direction, and to say that they are 
delighted with it would ‘be putting it 
mildly. 

It lacked but a@ few minutes to 6 
o'clock yesterday afternoon when a tel- 
egraph messenger delivered to Gen. 
Last a long telegram. As soon as the 
general received it he communicated 
with Col. Berry, and told him of. its 
contents. Gen. Last, adhering to the 
nolicy that he has always preserved in 
regard to orders from higher authority, 
declined to make public the exact word- 
ing of the order, but stated that it was 
wholly incorporated in the orders which 
were later issued to the company com- 
manders of the regiment. In spite of 
the secrecy it became known that or- 
ders for the Seventh to move had been 
received, and as the news spread the 
members of the National Guard in this 
city began to report at the armory. 

Some one started the report that the~ 
regiment was ordered to move within 
six hours and that every man was €x- 
pected to be at the Armory eat once, 
So generally was this latter report cir- 
culated that nearly every member of 
the three companies of the regiment 
here appeared at the Armory before 7 
o'clock. There were numerous inquiries 
as to the exact contents of the order, 
but it was not generally known what 
time the regiment would leave, until 
Col. Berry had received his orders from 
Gen. Last. 

In the mean time the colonel had not 
been idle. He had been given an idea 
of what his written orders would be 
and soon after the receipt by Gen. 
Last of the Adjutant-General’s order, 
the official communication was sent to 
the colonel directing him what to do. 
Then the official announcement was 
made that the regiment would leave the 
city Friday morning at 11 o'clock. 
Among the first to be notified of this 
was the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, for that organization 
had made the request that it be in- 
formed in order that its plans to give 
the soldiers a hearty god-speed might 
be perfected. Col. Berry consulted with 
Adjt. Alfonse and dictated to him the 
fMlowing order to company com- 
manders: 
“HEADQUARTERS SEVENTH REG- 

IMENT, FIRST BRIGADE, N.G.C. 

“Los Angeles, May 4, 1898. 

“Captain commanding Co. —, Seventh 
Infantry. First Brigade, N.G.C.—Sir‘ 
By direction of superior authority, your 
command will leave for San Francisco 
via Southern Pacific, on Friday; May 6, 
at 11 a.m. You will be prepared to 
leave the Armory, corner Eighth and 
Spring streets, to march to River sta- 
tion not later than 10 a.m. 

“The maximum strength of each com- 
pany will be eighty-four. This includes 
officers. You will select your best men, 
taking those who have, or in your 
opinion, will stand the necessary physi- 
cal examination. You will make your 
selections at once. 

“You will take the following equip- 
ment: Uniform complete, rifles, bay- 
onets, belts, haversacks, canteens, leg- 
gings, meat cans, as many army over- 
coats and blankets as you have, Buz- 
zacott oven, tents and tent poles. You 
will provide your command with one 
day's rations for use en route to San 
Francisco, 

“Apply to local railroad agent for 
information as to passenger and freight 


-cars. A car will be furnished for each 
thirty-five men.” 


“You will prepare three muster rolls, 
giving in alphabetical order names of 
all officers and men in your command 
at this date. So prepare rolis as to 
be able to show at San  Ffrancisco 
those who are and those who are not 
mustered into service of the United 
States, with reasons for latter. 

“You will aiso prepare complete in- 
ventory of State prorerty in your pos- 
session which you do not take into 
United States service. showing where 
same is located and in whose charge it 
will be left. 

“You will also prepare correct in- 
ventory in triplicate of all property in 
your possession received from or 


property received under last issue from 
uniform board. By order of 
‘J. R. BERRY, 
“Cy. lonel Commanding. 
“H. D. ALFONSO, 
“Captain and /djutant.” 

Twelve copies of the foregoing or- 
der were made, and Sergt.-Maj. Brad- 
.bury delivered one to each of the com- 
pany cOmmanders of the local com- 
panies. The others were at once tele- 
graphed to the commanders of com- 
panies outside the city. In order to 
gsuard against mistakes end for in- 
structions of out-cf-town company 
commanders the following additional 
order was later telegraphed to them: 
“Headquarters Seventh Regiment In- 

fantry, etc. 

“To Company Commanders: Bring 
only men you are sure will pass ex- 
aminations. Bring five extra to re- 
place any rejected. Communicate 
hereafter only with Armory, Los An- 
geles. 
charge of some responsible person. 

“JOHN R. BERRY, 
“Colonel Commanding.’” 

Pursuant to these orders the cap- 
tains, assisted by their lieutenants, at 
once began either making the new 
muster rolls in triplicate or making 
complete inventories of their. State 
property. This is a more difficult tatk 
than might be supposed, as every 
article, no matter how unimportant, 
has to be included in the inventories, 
but the work will be completed by 
tonight. There will be more difficulty 
in selecting the men who are to g0 
than in securing a sufficient number of 
men to respond to the orders, The 
» companies have been recruited up to 
the old war footing of 106 men to the 


89 men at most. This haves at least 
weventeen men who must be. left be- 
hind from each company, and all want 
to go. It was stated at the armory 
last night that preference will be 
given to men who have no person de- 
pendent upon them for support, but 
even then the compa commanders 
will have difficulty in thinning their 
ranks, so great is the enthusiasm 
among the. men. 

COL. BERRY WILL COMMAND. 

Some doubt has been expressed as to 
who will be placed in command of the 
Seventh Regiment when it enters the 
service of the government, but it is 
now almost certain that its present 
commander, Col. John R. Berry, will 
have that honor. Several days ago Col. 
Berry tendered the services of the Sev- 
enth, himself and his field and staff 
officers to the Governor to be used as 
volunteers, or for any other service 
which might be desired. Nothing was 
heard of this tender at the time, al- 
though it was sent by wire. Yestorday 
morning, however, the following was 
received, addressed to Col. Berry: 

“The tender of your regiment and of- 
ficers to the Governor of this State to 
be mustered into the volunteer service 
of the United States is hereby accepted. 
You will be notified by orders in the 
immediate future. 

“A. W. BARRETT, 
“Adjutant-General.” 

When the news that such an accept- 
ance had been received became known 
among the members of the Seventh, 
the crowds of enlisted men cheered 
lustily. They have always been out- 
spoken in their desire that Col. Berry 
lead the regiment, and they took the 
telegram to mean that it was settled 
that he was to continue as their colonel. 


WHO WILL GO. 


The entire Seventh Regiment except 
the band, the members of which did 
not volunteer because many of them 
have families and are incapacitated 
on acount of age or disability for ac- 
tual service, and also excepting the 
quartermaster and commissary depart-

HOW THEY WILL GO. 

As is stated in the orders, the first 
section of the special train which will 
convey the troops to 8 Francisco 
will leave River Station tomorrow 
morning at 11 o'clock. All of the 
companies have been ordered to as- 
semble at the Armory here an hour 
earlier, except two out-of-town com- 
panies. The San Diego company will 
be the first to arrive. It will reach 
this city tonight at 6 o'clock, and will 
be marched to the Armory, where it 
will be quartered for the night. The 
Santa Ana company will leave that 
city at 7:40 o'clock tomorrow morning 
and reach Los Angeles at 8:57 o’clock. 
The companies at Riverside, Redlands 
and San Bernardino will arrive at 9 
o'clock tomorrow morning, the 
Pasadena company will leave that city 
at 7:20 and arrive here at § o'clock. 
The latter company will be accom- 
panied to this city by several hun- 
dred people, who will participate in. the 
farewell to the troops. The Santa Paula 
and Ventura companies will not come 
here, but the coaches containing them 
will be picked up by the military train 
at Saugus. 

CAMP AT THE PRESIDIO. 

The destination of the troops is 
stated in the orders as simply San 
Francisco, but it is considered certain 
by the officers of the brigade that the 
regiment will be encamped at the 
Presidio until it is mustered into the 
service of the government. This is, of 
course, not positively known, but it is 
thought to be the course which is rea- 
sonably to be expected. Just what wil! 
be done with the command after it 
becomes a part of the military forces 
of the United States will depeda ‘upon 
the orders which may be received from 
Washington, for, after that time, the 
Governor will have no more contro! 
over them than he has over the regu- 
lars. They will be no longer members 
of the National Guard, and a new 
guard will have to be formed. Prep- 
arations to that end have already 
been begun. Gen. Last has been or-

In three days, forty-one men, who 
have had long experience with the 
rifle, some as target marksmen, and 
many as all-around hunters of hig 


game, including Indians, have made ap- 
plication to be enrolled in the company 
of sharpshooters being organized by 
Allen Kelly of The Times, and it is 
probable that nearly one hundred good 
shots will be enrolled in the company. 
The plan of organization suggested 
commends itself to business and pro- 
fessional men, who want to do their 
part in any work of defense that may 
be necessary, but do not feel that they 
are called upon at this stage of the 
game to devote a great deal of time to 
arduous military drill. 

Every member of the company will 
outfit himself at his own expense. 
There will be no fancy uniform. A 
hunter’s canvas suit, rifie, cartridge 
belt and canteen will be the outfit, and 
there will be just enough skirmish drill 
to enable the sharpshooters to do their 
work systematically and move with 
celerity. 

In order to be thoroughly efficient, it 
is essential that the sharpshooters use 
rifles carrying the same cartridge, and 
the sporting magazine rifle designated 
as 30-30 is recommended. Several ap- 
plicants have such rifles. Others have 
rifles of other calibers using black 
powder, but these will not do for long- 
range sharpshooting, and confusion in 
the distribution of ammunition is to 
be avoided, 

If called into action to prevent a 
landing on the coast, or to oppose a 
raid of privateers, the Winchester rifie- 
men expect to show the enemy some 
fancy bushwhacking.

COMMERCIAL. 

HARNESS TRADE. The dry year in 
Southern California has had a most de- 
pressing effect on the harness trade. 
Few people can afford to keep a horse, 
with hay worth from $15 to $20 per ton. 
Hence horses are put out to pastures on 
which are often iittle beside fleas and 
barbed-wire feyces. The best horse, 
after a month of Christian Science diet 
in such a place is reduced to a mere 
figure head and outline. and is then 
brought into town and sold to the svap 
factory for $2. One factory, near Trop- 
ico, is killing from twenty to fifty head 
@ day. Some horses that were worth 
$100 a month ago can now be bought 
for $2.50. Many are given away to Mex- 
icans for the service of driving them to 
the bone yard. 

Such a state of affairs naturally is 
mot very encouraging to the harness 
trade. There is nothing being done 
worthy of mention, except in filling a 
few necessary orders, and some fancy 
leather work. 


LEMONS IN THE LIQUOR TRADE, 
A reporter of the Fruitman’s Guide, of 
New York, in his researches for news, 
stumbled across the following facts, 
which are of some interest to Califor- 
nia lemon-growers: 

“In New York there are 000 bar- 
rooms, 75 per cent. of them are put- 
ting out over their bars an acid, which 
costs them 60 cents per gallon, on 
every call, where the juice of @ lemon 

mes a component part of the bev- 
erage ordered. The thinking cap of 
the reporter was at once put on. He 
considered that it takes nearly three 
boxes of lemons to make a gallon of 
natural lemon juice, and at an average 
of $2 per box the gallon would nat- 
urally cost $6. The article being put 
on the market is not an acid, though 
by condensation it might bedome citric 
acid. It is brought here in barrels 
and casks as lemon juice and pays no 
duty. The position is peculiar: Cali- 
fornia has insisted on an almost pro- 
hibitive duty of 1 cent per pound, mak- 
ing the duty on three boxes $2.55, which 
makes the cost of a gallon of juice 
over four times as much as the lemon 
juice pressed out of rotten and over- 
matured lemons can be brought here. 
A consensus of opinion on this sub- 
ject should result in making every 
man, woman and child of every Nna- 
tionality in this country insist upon 
seeing an aciual lemon cut and 
squeezed into every beverage they or- 
der, no matter where or when ordered. 
This is a point for California to urge, 
as they have secured the heavy duty 
on the raw material and forgot the 
duty on the extract. Remembcr, one 
gallon of lemon juice is retailed at 60 
eents in 75 per cent. of our 9000 bar- 
rooms, and it is probably the same 
Way throughout the country in every 
bar or drug store and ‘stick to your 
guns,. insist upon a fresh lemon be- 
ing cue every time.” 

GROCERY FINANCES. The ques- 
tions of finances are interesting ones 
to the man who is abou to start into 
the grocery business on a small scale. 
The amount of business that must be 
done to make the business profitable is 
probably the first in importance. A 
good way to get at this is to estimate 
the amount of money invested in the 
stock and the plant. and then the fixed 
expenses must be known. 

M. W. Danielson savs in the New 
Engiand Grocer: 

“As the stock of groceries and sun- 
@ries carried may be obtsined on 
thirty, sixty amd ninety days’ time. 
and much of the miscellaneous stuff 
obtained. to sell on™eommission, the 
monev tied up ir this direction is not 
mecessarily large. 

“A fair price for stock would be $750, 
This is calculated on the basis of the 
requirements of a small store. 


“At the same time good i “(fixtures 
would be required. The fixtures would 
cost about $600. The interest on 


these amounts, at 5 per cent, interest, 
equals $67.50. 


“The following may be given as a 
besis on which the expenses for a 
vear can be estimated.

“The cattlemen also find it tg their 
advantage to employ special trains, be- 
cause by special shipments the stock is 
sent direct to its destination, and not 
made to await the progress of the regu- 
lar freight trains. In many instances 
buyers who cannot handle large lots 
club together to engage their trains.”

The following forecast wind and weather 
in the North Pacific qaeth for May, has just 
been received fro e hHiydrographic Office 
in Washington: 

During the month of May, the sun being 
wel! north of the equator, the wind and 
weather may be expected to undergo marked 
changes in several parts of the ocean. 

The sub-chart of isobars and isotherms, 
which appears on the pilot chart and which 
expresses generally the meteorological condi- 
tions, shows an almost permanent high. 


with its center near latitude 35 deg.N. and 
longitude 140 deg. W. Around the high the 


general circulation of the wind is with the 
sun. Along the south side, the northeast 
trade winds will be found with an average 
force of 4 or .6 (Beaufort scale.) varying 
in direction from northeast to east northeast, 
end with northern limit near the 30th paral- 
lel. To the west of the Hawaiian Islands, 
in the vicinity of the 20th parallel, they will 
probably be from the east. Near the Ameri- 
ces coast, within the trade winds lI‘mits. 
nertherly and northwesterly winds may be 
expected, instead of northeasterly winds. 
The southern limit of the northeast and 
northern limit of the southeast trades will 
be found farther north than during April. 
In the doldrums, or calm region between the 
trades, much rain and frequent thunder- 
storms may be expected, accompanied by 
calms, light, variable winds, or squalls. A 
moderate amount of fog may be expected 
along the coast of the United States. Occa- 
sicnal thunderstorms may be expected along 
the coast of Central Amer'ca. 

Over the Aleutian Isands will be found 
an almost permanent low of considerable 
depth. The general c'rculation of the winds 
around this low is against the sun. In this 
low area it will be observed, by an inspection 
of the sub-chart, that the pressure dimin- 
ishes more gradually than last month, hence 
lighter winds are to be expected. Between 
this low and high there is a general move- 
ment of the atmosphere from Asia _ to 
America, as evidenced by the westerly and 
southwesterly winds. In the zone between 
35 deg. and 50 deg. N. frequent moderate 
westerly gales may be expected, accom- 
panied by rain, and north of 45 deg. N lati- 
tude with occasional hail and snow. These 
gales may be expected, however, to be less 
frequent as compared with last month. In 
th's ome occasional fog may also be ex- 

ected. 

Occasional spiral circulations, viz., the 
cyclonic (against the sun,) with low barome- 
ter, and the anti-cyclon‘c (with the sun,) 
with high barometer, will be found moving 
in a general easterly direction across. the 
ocean. Generally, in front of the “yclonic 
area. or the low, the weather is damp, with 
thermometer rising and barometer falling, 
while in front of the anti-cyclonic circula- 
tion, or the high, it is dry, cooler, and the 
barometer rises. The ‘‘average storm track’’ 
traced on the chart shows the average path 
of the centers of these lows, and as this 
crosses the Pacific above 50 deg. N latitude, 
the storms and gales experienced in this 
ocean to the southward of the track, and 
above 35 deg. N. latitude, are generally from 
southwest through west to northwest. 

4s a consequence of the changes in me- 
teorvicgical conditions over Asia during this 
season, we may expect to find the northeast 
monsoon dying out, it being ‘nterrupted with 
variable winds and calms until the south- 
west monsoon sets in steadily along the 
southeast coast of Asia, toward the end of 
the month. This monsoon brings the wet 
season with it, and hot, sultry, and rainy 
weather may be expected. 

Fog, mist and rain will be prevalent about 
the Japan Islands and coast of China, and 
frequent squalls and thunderstorms 
be expected in the vicinity of the Phili 
Islands.

Active Work in Water Development. 
Necessity for Sign Boards to Di- 
rect Travelers on the Desert to 
Water. 


RANDSBURG, May 3. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Teday we have had the first 
‘thunder ef the season. For the past four 
days it has been windy, cloudy and cold, with 
occasional light sprinkles of rain. The camp 
is quiet, but work is being actively pushed 
on all producing mines. ~ 

The Wedge is having another fifty tons of 
ore milled at the Johannesburg and Eureka 
mills. This is the output for April, at a 
cost of $1300 expenses. The ure will mill over 
$100 per ton, and is expected to net the mine 
$5000 for the month. 

The Yellow Aster Company will pay off to- 
morrow, and their pay roll for April will 
reach about $9000. Their clean-up for the 
same time amounts to $41,000. This is a lit- 
tle less than for some months past, on ac- 
count of running one less mill than for- 
merly, one being out of repair. 

A ie tons of ore from the Black Hawk 
mine, milled recently, went $100 per ton. 

The King Solomon people are transfering 
their hoisting works from that mine to the 
Hector, another of the group belonging to the 
Ashford Mining Company. Some very rich 
and coarse gold has been taken from the 
Hector. 

Some ore is being milled at the Jobannes- 
burg mill from the Sundown mine, located 
within the limits of the Johannesburg town- 
site. 

The balance of the water pipe for the 
Squaw Springs Water Company has arrived 
and is being laid from Randsburg east to the 
reservoir, so that it will not be a great while 
now before Randsburg will have water. 

The Johannesburg people are today plow- 
ing a trench to yo a pipe line into Rands- 
burg, connecting with their system at Johan- 
nesburg, Their pipe is on hand and they 
have an engine to force the water over the 
hill between the two towns. 

A large force of men is at work developing 
the Skillings Wells, which are now in the 
hands of the Yellow Aster Mining Company. 

There is as much patriotism and enthus- 
iasm manifested among our people here as in 
places where seeking gold is not the entire 
business of men. When the news came cver 
the wires that war had been declared, every 
bell in town was rung; and a regular m- 
bardment of giant powder took place on the 
adjacent hills. Then yesterday, when the 
news of Commodore Dewey's victory over the 
Spanish fleet at the Philippines was posted 
up, another and more enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion was made. The bells were rung and 
giant powder was exploded for an hour or 


ore. 

Along the whole Panamint Valley there is 
not a guide-board put up by the county. The 
man found by Dr. Slocum and party, dying 
of thirst near Lone Willow Spring. on the 
road between Ballerat and Granite Wells, was 
too far gone to be revived, and expired within 
fifteen minutes after being found.

Harvey Branscomb, charged by J. 
Newell with battery, was before Jus- 
tice Morrison vesterday. The prose- 
cuting witness presented rather a bat- 
tered appearance about the face, as 
he gave his testimony. Horace Appel, 
who appeared for the defense, did not 
seek to deny that his client had given 
the plaintiff a good licking; indeed, he 
put Branscomb upon the stand to tell 
just how the row came about, and the 
facts are narrated were much as 
stated yesterday. Counsel pleaded jus- 
tification, and drew the court’s atten- 
tion to one section of the Civil Code 
wherein it is provided that a person 
may protect himself against an in- 
sult.

FOUR SPANISH SIMPATHIZERS 
PLAY A DANGEROUS GAME,

Citizens in the Residence District 
Preparing to Give Them a Cold-« 
lead Reception—Police Looking 
for Them. 


Four men, supposed to be either Spenish cr 
Mexicans, have been engaging in the dinger- 
ous practice of tearing down the Americen 
flags in the scuthern portion of the city with 
which the residences are decorated. The men 
are unknown, but if they are caught in the 
act their chances of severe ,»unishfhent are 
about as certain as they could possibly be. 
Four policemen in citizens’ attire are watch- 
ing for them, with orders w capture them, 
even if they have to use their pistols. DPur- 
ing the past three days the quartette of Spav- 
ish sympathizers have demclished no less 
than six flags, and a number of residents of 
the part of the city in which they have been 
operating have prepared to give them a warm 
reception if they are seen taking down other 
flags. 

Tuesday evening W. E. 
of the Republican City Central Committee, 
was informed by his wife when he returned 
home that three men — entered his yard 
during the afternoon and had torn down a 
handsome flag which pon been attached to 
the front of his house. A fourth man stood 
on the sidewalk while the others tore down 

The four men then went away to- 
They did not try to take the flag, 
but contented themselves with stamping it 
underfoot Of course Mr. “taien was en- 
raged and at once proceeded to load his shot- 
fun. He instructed his wife that if the men 
re turned and touched that flag to use the gun, 

“I believe in the famous order of Gen. Dix.”’ 
said he yesterday, ‘‘and like him. if I catch 
any person both ring my flag, I will shoot 
him on the spot. Mr. Ludlow resides on 
Adams street near San Pedro, and within 
four blocks of his home three other flags wee 
torn down the same afternoon. 

J. H. Holliay reported to the police yes- 
terday at noon that four men had torn three 
flags {rom in front of his residence on Thirty- 
second street, near Hoover, during the 
morning, and wanted to know what he could 
do with them if he caught them at it. He 
was not old to use a weapon, but was in- 
formed that there would be difficulty in se- 
curing a jury which would convict a man 
for shooting a Spanish sympathizer, if he 
use? a cannon on him.
